SECRETARY DANIELS CON- 
TRASTS SCENE ON RHINE 
WITH OUTSET OF WAR.

COBLENZ, Friday, April 18.—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Josephus Daniels, 
speaking to the men of the Second 
Division of the American Army of 
Occupation, today told his audience 
that he hoped the army would be 
taken home as soon as possible. 

“As captain of the ferryboats 
which brought the American army 
to Europe,” he said, “I wish to say 
that I have under my command 70,- 
000 American boys who also are 
clamoring to return te their homes. 
I have told these sailor boys they 
would get home but that first they 
must help get back to the United 
States the boys who fought in France 
and Belgium.“ 

Mr. Daniels contrasted today’s as- 
semblage with that of the Germans 
who stood on the same ground in 
1914 before beginning the war. 

“Their chiefs,” he said, had vi- 
sions of conquering the world, but 
America entered the war without de- 
sire for territorial gains.“ 

The Secretary's reference to the 
soldiers’ return home was answered 
with cheers, and shouts of “how 
soon? were heard. When asked for 
the dates when the men would be 
taken back to America, the Secretary 
smiled but did not answer. 

This morning during the review of 
the division the Belgian Order of the 
Crown was conferred on Capt. Gaines 
Moseley and the Order of Leopold on 
Capt. Robert Balke. Both are offi- 
cers in the Marine Corps. Thirty- 
three Distinguished Service Crosses 
and sixty-five French War Crosses 
were presented officers and men of 
the division.

cliffe has opened his heavy guns in 
the first phase of his political at- 
tacks on Premier Lioyd George. 
Northcliffe’s defiance is best ex- 
pressed by the words of the politi- 
cal correspondent of the Sunday 
Weekly Dispatch, Lord Northcliffe’s 
favorite paper, which will say tomor- 
row morning: 

“Politicians come and go, but 
great newspapers live for genera- 
tions.” 

That sentence is undoubtedly m- 
tended to be the death knell of 
Lioyd George's Premiership. 
Equally strong is the leading edi- 
torial of the Dispatch, which, re- 
ferring to the Prime Minister's 
Speech of last Wednesday, will state

Soldiers Pass Fuel to Hasten 
Leviathan on Way. 


Leave France 18 Months from 
Day Landed. 


Officers Welcome Box Cars on 
Trip to Transports.

ON BOARD THE LEVIATHAN, 
WITH REILLY’S BUCKS, BREST, 
April 18.—~( Delayed.) Naval of- 
ficers aboard the Leviathan reported 
to Col. Reilly last night that there 
had been unavoidable delay in coal- 
ing the world’s greatest transport, 
which will take home more than 
12,000 men and officers. 

They pointed out that the rough 
weather and lack of labor made it 
necessary to postpone the sailing 
until April 19. Col. Reilly, troop 
commander of thé ship, called in 
the Rainbow regimental com- 
manderse and instructed them te 
ask for volunteers to assist in coal- 
ing the vessel. 

As à result 500 soldiers eagerly 
seized the opportunity to hasten the 
Geparture of the ship. They arose 
at & o'clock this morning, put on 
jumpers, went ‘aboard the coal 
barges and shoveled coal into the 
baskets, which were then carried 
into the bunkers of the Leviathan. 

As a result the Leviathan’s sail- 
ing wes set forward tonight to just 
twenty-four hours gained for the 
“t@ot sweeters” on their homeward 
trip. They leave exactly eighteen 
months after they sailed for France. 

BOX CARS A LUXURY. 
{EXCLOSIVE DIAPATCH.} 

COBLENZ, April 19.—While it 
may sound impossible to the regula 
Pullman patron, officers of the 
Thirty-second Division, which de- 
gan ite homeward movement from 
Germany today, shook hands ail 
around when they found they could 
make the trip to Brest in box cars. 

The of the Forty-second, 
which was the first outfit to leave 
the Army of Occupation, made the 
seventy-hour trip to Brest sitting 
up, many on the plain wooden 
benches of the third-class German 
coaches. Up ahead their men were 
riding much more comfortably in 
the box cars, where they could lie 
on their excelsior-filled bed sacks. 
Not a few of the officers wished they 
were enlisted men during those 
seventy hours. 

Therefore the advance embarka- 
tion section of the 8.0.8. hooked on 
another box car ahead of its 
coaches on the trains for the Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin men today. A 
number of officers announced they 
would make the entire trip on the 
freight cars, instead of in the 
coaches. Their withdrawa! from 
the coaches also left more room for 
those who remained there. 

The trains for this movement al- 
so showed more room for the en- 
listed men. They were loaded 
only forty to @ ear, and no signs 
of crowding were visible. Mess ar- 
rangements are an improvement. 
Instead of making stops for meals, 
during which the men pass by the 
kitchen cars for chow. as on some 
of the Rainbow Division trains, 
French marmite cans holding hot 
food and cold water are passed from 
the cooking quarters to each car. 
The meal is better for the change 
and less time is lost.

nerve enough to stand out in the 
open and take a photograph of an 
approaching tornado—after the 
thing gets close enough to you 80 
that you can see it picking up build- 
ings, tearing them to pieces and 
then taking those pieces up towards 
heaven in a whirling, swirling mass? 
Or, after the long, slender tentacle, 
reaching downward from the inky 
clouds above it, can be distinctly 
seen cutting and elashing ite way 
through houses, uprooting giant 
forest trees and the like? 

Have you got nerve enough to 
calmly wait until a horror of this 
kind gets within a few hundred 
feet of you and is coming right at 
you with the speed of an express 
train? And then to make a anap- 
shot of it? 

Ralph Rolph has that much 
nerve. And here's the snapshot 
made to prove it. It is said to be 
the most remarkable photograph of 
a tornado ever made by anyone 
anywhere. 

This particular tornado struck 
Omaha on the evening of April 6, 
1919. Ite path did not include the 
business rt of the city, oat it 
went through Dundee, Omaha's 
most beautiful 
suburb. The path was from 
feet to 100 yards wide, and two 
niles long. Three or foar miuvtes 
were required to traverse that dis- 
tence. And in the wake were 400 
damaged homes and a score of 
ou men, women and chiiaren. 

In the face of a thing like that 
Ralph Rolph had the nerve to stand 
end wait until it got within a few 
hundred feet and then calmly take 
two snapehots at it with his camera. 

Rolph was a flying cadet in the 
balloon service during the war. He 
twok his training at Fort (maha 
and saw monthe of services in 
France. He was familiar with death 
and horrors of all kinds. That raay 
have been the reason he could 80 
calmly stand and wait for the tor- 
—.— to get within “picturing” dis- 


ce. 

Rolph is a “fiend” for pictures. 
He had pictures of about everything 
else, but he didn’t have one of a 
tornado in action. He has enc! 
row. 

He was out making pictures on 
April 6—had been out all day. He 
had just two films left in his can 
era when late in the afternoon he 
was returning home. In the out- 
skirts of the city he was overtaken 
by the tornado. 

The picture tells, better than any 
vords can, fust what thig particn- 
lar tornado looked like. The sky 
above was inky black. The lens 
tentacle 
earth. It threshed around in all 
directions and whenever it hic the 
earth's surface, it destroved what- 
ever was in its path. Sometimes its 
er.4 was up aboye the bulldines. 
~Rotph waited until the tentacle 
got close to him. Then he snapped 
the upper portion, quickly turnea in 
another film, snapped lower 
part of the tentacie, and then 
leaped into a deep ditch besids the 
road. The tornado pasted over him, 

When the twe@ films were Cevel- 
sped, they were found to fit ese 
other almost exactly. Rolph had 
secured the best photograph cf a 
tornado in action that has ever 
been made.

YOUNGER GOFS INSANE WHILE 
SHAVING; TWO. BATTLE 
FOR RAZOR. 

Love for his only son, who sud- 
denly stricken with insanity, was 
attempting to end his life with a 
razor, yesterday caused James R. 
Beatson, 62 years old, of 4029 Van 
Ness avenue, to throw himself upon 


George Beatson, 21 years old, and 
engage him in a desperate struggle 
for the razor, which resulted in both 
being taken to the Receiving Hos- 
pital with probably fatal injuries. 

Shouting that he would end it all, 
George Beatson, according to his 
father, attempted to cut his throat 
when he suddenly became insane 
while shaving. The elderly man 
rushed to his son and screaming for 
help, attempted to wrench the ra- 
zor from him. Neighbors, attracted 
by the shouts rushed into the Beat- 
son, home and overpowered the 
younger man.

George Beatson, who is a book- 
keeper, but who has been out of 
employment for some time, has a 
better chance of recovery than his 
father, the surgeons say.

REPORT OF ALLIANCE 
DOUBTED IN CAPITAL. 


SENATORS DECLARE PREsI- 
DENT WOULDN'T TRY TO 
FORM SECRET PACT. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Paris 
dispatches stating that the United 
States had entered into a secret 


alliance, supplemental to the League 
o! Nations, to support France azainst 
future aggression, were treated with 
incredulity bv Senators today. 

The suggestion that President 
Wilson would try to bind the United 
States to any secret pact created 
amusement. It was pointed out that 
any treaty to be binding upon the 
United States would have to receive 
the sanction of the Senate. 

Opinion was expressed in some 
quarters that the dispatches proba- 
bly were a.form of propaganda to 
allay dissatisfaction among the 
French people, who are reported’ to 
view the League of Nations with 
distrust, fearing that it is wholly 
inadequate to their protection. 

Some Senatorial comment was to 
the effect that if any supplemental 
alliance were contemplated it was a 
direct confession by the framers of 
the League of Nations of their lack 
of confidence in their own handi- 


work. An “inside” alliance to safe- 
guard France would imply weak- 


ness of the league, it was explained. 


Senator Pittman of Nevada, a 
member of the Foreign Relations 


Committee, and a strong administra- 
tion supporter, declared in a state-

Regarding his own work while 
abroad, Mr. Gregory said he could 
say little at this time. He added, 
however, that a part of it had to 
do with a special mission for the 
War Department. He said he had 
been looking into the possible re- 
turn home of the bodies of Ameri- 
can troops who died abroad and 
confirmed cable reports that the 
work of locating and identifying 
bodies and marking the graves was 
progressing satisfactorily. 

The former Attorney-General 
said that no (finer array of men 
than the American Expeditionary 
Forces had ever been assembled. 

“They went to France,” he as- 
serted, “and substantiated by their 
demeanor and their fighting ability 
all that w expected of them, and 
fully upheld the traditions of the 
American army. They are leaving 
France with the respect of the 
world. In all my time abroad I 
never saw an intoxicated soldier, 
nor did I see anything which would 
tend in the least to lower respect 
or admiration for our fighters. 

“I must say, however, that they 
are all anxious to come home and

Young Navy Lieutenant Brought to 
Santa Ana to Remain Ten Days. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.| 

SANTA ANA, April 19.—Lieut. H. 
B. Gordon, convicted of breaking the 
speed laws of Orange county and 
sentenced by Justice Cox to serve 
ten days in the County Jail, ar- 
rived here at 8:30 o'clock this eve- 
ning from San Diego in custody of 
Sheriff Jackson.

Man with Wife and Children 
in Tragic Role. 


Young Compton Woman is 
Lured Into Hotel Here. 


With Three Bullets in Body, 
Her Death is Expected. — 


After firing three bullets into Miss 
Grace Rodriquez, 19 years old, re- 


32 years old of 907 College street, 
yesterday afternoon blew out his 
brains with his fourth and last car- 
tridge. ‘ Staggering from a hotel at 
225 Sunset boulevard, where the 
shooting took place, Miss Rodriquez 
fell unconscious in the street. At 
the Receiving Hospital surgeons stat- 
ed her chances for recovery are 
Small. 

Lured from her home in Comp- 
ton, the girl, from what the police 
were able to learn last night, was 
taken to the Sunset- boulevard ho- 
tel by Holquin, who is a married 
man with two children. After the 
two entered the room three shots 
were heard, followed a little later 
by the fourth. Miss Rodriquez, 
screaming, then burst from the room 
and ran to the street, where she 
fainted, 

PARENTS IN TEXAS. 

A search of the room by the po- 
lice disclosed a note written by Hol- 
quin and addressed to “Father.” The 
note contained a request for his 
burial in El Paso, Tex. beside his 
mother. It was later learned by the 
police that Holauin came to this 
city with his wife and children about 
a year ago. His father and a sister 
reside in El Paso. Their address 
last night could not be learned. 

The note asking for burial in 
Texas, the police discovered, was 
written on Friday morning, and in- 
dicates that the shooting and su- 
cide were planned by Holquin some 
time ago. In the note no word was 
left for Mrs. Holquin or the chil- 
dren. 

In a statement at the Receiving 
Hospital, Miss Rodriquez, after two 
bullet wounds in the head and one 
in her right arm had been treated, 
stated that although she became ac- 
quainted with Holquin some time 
ago, she did not know him to be a 
married man. 

7 TELLS OF SHOOTING. 
“Several days ago I saw Hoilquin 
in Los Angeles and he requested 
me to meet him today,“ said Miss 
Rodriquez, “After meeting me late 
in the afternoon he took me to the 
hotel. We went to a room and he 
at once drew a revolver and began 
to shoot almost in my face. Twe 
bullets struck me in the head and as 
I rushed from the room a third 
struck my right arm. I don’t re- 
member anything else.” 

Two bullets were extracted by sur- 
geons from the wounded girl's face. 
One shot, according to the surgeons. 
entered near the right temple. 
glanced from the skull and lodged 
near the bridge of the nose. The 
second bullet entered near the base 
of the chin and lodged at the base 
of the neck. A third bullet was dis- 
covered beneath Miss Rodriquez's 
right arm pit. 0 
Holquin was dead before he 
reached the hospital.

SACRAMENTO, April 19.—Speak- 
er Wright of the Assembly and the 
administration lea@ers are already 
beginning to feel the effect of the 
tactics they used to smother the Car- 
ter-White efficiency and economy 
measure. Inquiries are coming to 
Sacramento for further particulars 
concerning that all-night legislative 
session during which liquor was 
served to members behind locked 
doors in the anteroom of the As- 
sembly chamber, during which the 
desks of members knows te be ery 
were festooned with empty whisky 
fiagks, and when the bill itself was 
civen a scant twenty-minute hearing 
shortly after 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. after the Assembly had been in 
continuous session all night. 

When Speaker Wright wag asked 
about that 
session today, he tried to give him- 
self and his administration associa- 
tes a clean bill of health by issuing 
the following statement: 

“Durin that all-night session, 
coffee and sandwiches and pie were 
brought in for the members.

BOTTLE ON PREACHER’'S DESK. 
The Rev. Mr. Mather, Assembly- 
man from Pasadena. said: “I went 
te the anteroom for a sandwich dur- 
ing the night session. When I re- 
turned to my seat I found two whis- 
ky flasks and a bouquet of flowers 
decorating the desk of Mr. Mef- 
riam, my seat mate. As the early- 
morning hours approached there was 
considerable confusion and it was 
apparent that some of the members 
had been drinking.“ 

Assemblyman Fleming said: “I 
saw empty flasks and bottles on the 
desks of members during the night, 
and members drinking in the ante- 
room.

BLAMES ADMINISTRATION. 

Assemblyman Carter, 
many sessions, said that the whole 
incident was regretfable, but that it 
was a condition for which the ad- 
ministration alone is responsible. 

“There was undeniably drinking in 
the Assembly anteroom, where re- 
freshments were served,” he said, 
“and I am sure that I know of no 
Statute against it. At the all-night 
sessions it is generally so, but it is 
the first time that I have seen it 
during the present term. 

“It is unfortunate tha‘ the question 
should have been broached, for it 
tends to make people think all ses 
sions were like that one, and these 
things look worse in print than they 
appear when ore is in the midst 
of them. Printer’s ink sometimes 
unconciously blackens characters just 
as it blackens paper. 

“It is a tradition of the Legislature 
that once each session the news- 
papermen hold their banquet for 
members of the press only and I 
have never heardr of a dry banquet 
for the press. But ij tis also a tradi- 
tion of the Legislature that no im- 
portant bills shall be discussed that 
night. This year neither House held 
a session the night of the banquet. 

“There is also a tradi.ional all- 
night session of the Assembly and 
at that time members relax and 
things happen that could never take 
place in the day sessions. The 
diverstons are harmless and it is a 

recedent that only routine bills shall 
»e considered, It ts a kind of clear- 
ing away the debris.

After the session 
was over, Mr. Fischer expressed deep 
disappointment at the manner in 
which it was conducted. 


“It became apparent towards 


| morning that some of the members 


were more interested in the liquid 
refreshments than in the bills they 
were expected to consider,” he said. 
“Some aimed to make it a night of 
carnival. There may be no statute 


behind locked doors when the As- 
sembly is in session, and the dec- 
oration of the desks of members 
with empty flasks, but I submit that 
it is not conducive to thoughtful 
consideration of a bill of the impor- 
tance of the one our association has 
drawn. 

“I hope we shall receive better 
treatment when we make our appeal 
direct to the people.” 

SPEAKER STANDS ALONE. 

It was a joke among the members 
today that Speaker Wright was the 
only member who was not aware 
that liquor was in the Capitol dur- 
ing that all-night session. In fact, 
he refreshed his memory to the 
point that he said: 1 do recall 
seeing a whisky flask on the desk of 
Assemblyman Easton of Los Ange- 
les, but I did not see any liquor 
served in the ante- room.“ 

This narrative deals only with 
what took place in the Los Angeles 
delegation on the “dry” side of the 
House. But it will convey an idea 
of what was happening over among 
the San Francisco delegation of 
thirteen members, twelve of whom 
vote consistently Wet.“ 

It is a fact that the “wets” made 
that session a little worse than the 
average wet“ nights of other ses- 
sions, for the purpose of getting 
even with the “drys,” and because 
many felt that it was the last time 
a “wet” night in the Assembly will 
be possible by reason of national 
prohibition. 

The incident would not have 
caused more than passing comment 
if the administration forces had not 
so maneuvered that the only hear- 
ing on the efficiency and economy 
bill should take place at the end of 
the traditional wet“ night in the 
Assembly, knowing that under such 
conditions serious consideration of 
the bill would be impossible. 


ARTILLERY OF GREAT 
IMPORTANCE IN WAR.

WASHINGTON, April 50. ow 
Further evidence of the tremendous 
importance of artillery in modern 
warfare, shown by official records of 
the War Department, was published 
yesterday. The average rounds 
fired monthly, according to these 
figures, increased from 3250 in the 
Crimean war to 12,710,000 in 1918. 
In 1864 the Union forces expended 
1.956,000 rounds of artillery ammu- 
nition. while in 1818 the combined 
British. French and American bat- 
teries shot away 160,615,000 rounds. 
In the same period the approximate 
number of rounds per gun per day 
has increased from four in the Civil 
War to thirty-five in 1918.

ASSEMBLY FACES 
STRENUOUS TASK 


Speaker Says 250 Bills Yet to 
be Acted Upon. 


Time,” He Declares. 


Legislature Divided on Family 
Property Measure.

SACRAMENTO, April’ 19. — The 
Assembly defeated, 17 to 35, a mo- 
tion to hold a session tomorrow, and 
when Speaker Wright said 250 bills 
‘still remained to be disposed of, 
agreed to his plan to meet tonight, 
early Monday morning and until 
midnight or later Monday niht. 
with the hope the body might An- 
ish its business Tuesday night, the 
time set for sine die adjournn.ent. 
“We're going to have an awful 
time,” T. M. Wright predicted. 
People of the State will have a 
free camping ground en the shore 
of Lake Tahoe this summer, accord- 
ing to a conference report of As- 
igembly and Senate committees, 
adopted by the Assembly. 

The House report permits the 
Fish and Game Commission to re- 
tain possession of the thirteen acres 
and directs the commission to pre- 
pare it for campers by summer. 

COMMUNITY BILLS. 


Disagreement between the Assem- 
bly and Senate on community prop- 
erty bills, designed to equalize the 
rights of the wife with those of the 
husband, threw the matter into con- 
ference today to reconcile the dif- 
ferences. Both houses agreed on 
the bills affecting community prop- 
erty during the life of both husband 
and wife, but disagreed on bills af- 
fecting it after the death of one. 
The Assembly passed a bill forbid- 
ding either spouse from making a 
will affecting community property 
without the consent of the other. 
The Senate passed a bill giving both 
an unlimited testamentary disposi- 
tion as to community property. The 
Assembly passed a bill providing for 
a division of community property 
between the surviving spouse and 
the children, if there be any. The 
Senate passed a bill, which would 
grant all community property to the 
Surviving spouse. Each house re- 
Jected the opposing bills of the 
other. 

CARR BILL PASSED. 


Without a vote to spare, Senator 
W. J. Carr's bill authorizing the At- 
_torney-General to act in cases the

day. The vote was 41 to 20.

NOTED BEAUTY KILLS SELF. 


Mrs. Anna Cassell Dillon, Wife of Actor, 
Turns on Gas; Cause not Known. 


Stripping her engagement and 
wedding rings from her fingers and 
Placing them as paper weights up- 
on a newly-written will and a fare- 
well message to the world, Mrs. 
Anna Cassell Dillon, 34 years old, 
wife of Ben Dillon, noted comedian 
and herself a well-known stage 
heauty, took her life by turning on 
the gas in her home at 1426 Edge- 
ele 4 drive. Mrs. Dinhon's body 
was discovered late yesterday after- 
noon by neighbors. 

Surrounded by every luxury that 
money could provide and dressed 
in an expensive Japanese robe, Mrs, 
Dillon, with only her little Spitz 
dog Midge and her two pet canaries 
with her in her beautiful bunga- 
low, wrote out her will late on 
Thursday night. She requested that 
small articles of her personal cloth- 
ing and jewelry be given to her 
stepdaughter, Mrs. Arthur Wood of 
1621 Edgecliffe drive, and the rest 
of her property to her hugband. 

After penning her will, Mrs. Dil- 
lon wrote a letter to Mrs. Wood 
saying she could no longer bear to 
Fe, and a third letter to a neigh- 
bor, asking that Midge, her little 
dog, be cared for. She stated that 
she could not bear to kill the animal 
pet. She also requested that her 
two birds be cared for and not al- 
lowed to suffer. 


NO NEED OF ROSES. 


Evidently as an afterthought Mrs. 
Dillon, just before turning on the 
gas, in bold plain letters wrote the 
following note, which was not ad- 
dressed nor signed: Nose who 
threw thorns in my path while I was 
alive need not bring roses when I 
am dead” 

Police who investigated the sui- 
cide discovered the little pile of 
notes and the will on a table in the 


| break fast- room. A broken lead pen- 
ei! lay beside the pile of letters and 


a Plain band wedding ring and dia- 
mond engagement ring were resting 
on top of the pile. 

On the floor of the white-tile bath- 


room, with the gas from a omann! 


heater turned on full, the Investi- 
gating officers discovered the body 
of the once-famous beauty. Her 
ringless fingers were clasped across 


There was a smile on the dead wom- 
an’s face. 

Little Midee, the pet dog, was 
found by the police with his nose 
pressed against the door hehind 
which lay his dead mistress. The 
two canary birds were on their nest 
in one corner of their cage, both 
still living. 

Nor FEELING WELL. 


From what the police were able to 
learn from neighbora and gather 
from the condition of the house, 
Mrs. Dillon took her life late last 
Thursday night. Early in the eve- 
ning ghe told the neighbors that 
she was not feeling well. The day 
Defore it was learned she had called 
upon her stepdaughter, Mrs. Wood, 
and at that time declared that her 
health was poor. 

_ Neighbors late yesterday, accord- 
ing. to the police, detected an odor 
of gas from the Dillon home. In- 
vestigations resulted in no answer 
being reecived from the door bell. 
A whining dog could be heard from 
the outside of the residence and 
the police were called. 

Entering the house by force, De- 
tective Sergeant James Bean was 
almost overcome by the rush of gas. 
Throwing up all the windows the 
detective broke open the bathroom 
door and discovered the body. He 
next found the last notes and will in 
the breakfast-room and then noti- 
fied Mr Wood, the only known 
relative in this city. 

WUSBAND IN NORTH. 

From Mrs. Wood the police 
learned that Mr. Dillon ts in Portland 
playing with his own company. He 
has not been in this city since last 
August. He was notified by tele- 
graph at once and requested to 
come here. The body by order of 
the Coroner was removed to the 
Booth and Boylson undertaking 
establishment and the house on 
Edgecliffe drive was locked. 

Last August Mrs. Dillon is sald to 
have arrived at her residence here 
from Portland, where she was liv- 
ing with her husband. It could 
not be learned whether a separa- 
tion between the two had been 
planned, but in one of her notes 
Mrs. Dillon stated that she “could 
not bear to have any trouble in the 
Dillon family.” 

Mrs. Dillon was born in Canada 


in 1885 and was married in this city 
in January, 1917. In one of her 
notes undérneath /the statement of 
her age and birthplace she wrote, 
“Tell the insurance company it was 
an accident and that the wind blew 
out the light.” 

Mrs. Dillon first became known to 
the public as a member of the fa- 
mous “Fisher Beauty Chorus” in 
San Francisco. Later she came to 
this city and appeared in many 
parts in musical comedy. She also 
was well known as a model. Follow- 
ing her marriage, Mrs. Dillon left 
the stage, where she had been 
known as Miss Grace Hill. 

DILLON COMING.

of his wife in Los Angeles. He was 
unable on short notice to find a sub- 
stitute and so played his part to- 
night.

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LEAGUE OF chunc hs. 
Statesmen lay stress on the dangers 


upheaval caused by the wreck and loss and 
salvage of war. To combat this peril is the 
most anxious problem before the Paris 
Peace Conference. 

East of the Rhine there is no certainty of 
any stable government. Over immense 
areas crime has been organized for the ben- 
efit(?) of the proletariat under the accepted 
name of Bolshevism. Popular elections 
have been abolished and robbery installed 
as a substitute for law. 

If the leaders of democracy, however, look 
deeper they will find beneath the war, be- 
neath the unrest, beneath the anarchy a 
great substratum of immorality over which. 
previous to the world catastrophe, society 
was skating on very thin ice. To defeat the 
designs of disruptionists and revolutionary 
firebrands the immoral principles on which 
they rely must be replaced with sound re- 
ligious thought. The political and religious 
problems, indeed, are inseparable. 

One of the first moves made by soviet 
governments is to denounce all forms of 
Christian worship and to canonize infidelity 
and atheism. These would-be destroyers of 
society understand that against the rock of 
religion they must eventually be broken in 
pieces, unless they can speedily destroy the 
rock itself. Democracy should know, also, 
that it has no more valuable support than 
that afforded by the mighty body of Chris- 
tian churches and the moral standards they 
uphold. 

Have you stopped to consider the vast- 
ness of the phrase, making the world safe 
for democracy"? Such a world must first 
of all be safe for the human soul. And when 
the world has been made reasonably safe 
for the human soul we shall have ap- 
proached as close to the millennium as 1s 
desirable in an earth-life designed as a torm- 
ative period for the larger spheres beyond. 

On the events of the next twelve months 
hangs possibly the future destiny of the 
whole race. 

A diplomatic indifference to the strict 
codes of right and wrong is one of the war 
danger points in the past that the League 
of Nations will definitely remove. Yor a 
nation that dares ever egain to disregard 
the code will have to deal immediately, not 
with the one people uffected by the breach, 
but with the whole democratic world. 
Never again will the most venturesome gov- 
ernment treat a solemn treaty as a scrap 
of paper. 

Many intellectual leaders have gone fur- 
ther in their investigations of the possible 
effects of a League of Nations on civiliza- 
tion and have seen in it the best available 
barrier for confining and eventually stamp- 
ing out the curse of Bolshevism. President 
Lowell of Harvard is one of the deep think- 
ers who sees in the League of Nations a 
new hope for successfully combatting the 
political and civic evils that are gnawing 
at the tap root of our modern civilization. 

An even more important point has been 
brought out by a Los Angeles pulpit orator, 
Dean MacCormack, of St. Paul’s. If the 
redemption of the world from political er- 
rors and wicked mechinations depends on 
a workable League of Nations, that league 
of itself depends e more entirely on the 
solid support of the ous bodies and or. 
ganized churches in the countries represent- 
ed by the league. The church, more than 
the league, ie the bastion of the world’s 
economic safety—the one thing that will 
save the nations from chaos. 

In America the churches are recognizing 
their patriotic responsibility in upholding 
the main defenses of civilization. Dr. Pat- 
ton, ex-president of Princeton, recently sug- 
gested that the time had come for all the 
churches in Christendom to unite in one 
great campaign to uphold the broad princi- 
ples of right and wrong common to them 
all. Such a league of churches world re- 
semble the League of Nations inasmuch as 
each church would maintain its individual- 
tty while all combined against such com-

America is solidly backing this re- 
ligious league whose object is to re- 
dreis political as well as social evils, 
to defend not only the church, but 
also the nation, against the anar- 
chist and the destroyer.

Nineteen centuries ago He came 
to earth wearing a garment of flesh, 
but He knew his body for the tem- 
ple of God; and although foolish 
men, who knew not what they did, 
attempted to destroy that temple, 
the Christ that dwelt within those 
sacred walls made death his slave. 
walked calmly from his tomb and 
confounded materialism with bis ra- 
diant presence. Demonstrating the 
power of the soul over every nega- 
tive force, He glorified flesh with a 
baptism of heavenly fire, proved the 
unity of the natural and the spirit- 
ual and so became for all mankind 
“the way, the truth, the life.” He 
had the right to say—as any man 
may declare when he has walked 
The Way—"I and my Father are 
one.” 

There are those who declare that 
this resurrection of “Him who was 
the first fruits of them that slept” is 
only a myth and a symbol of the 
possible. Hig rising was indeed a 
symbol and a promise, but it was 
more than that; it was and is both 
a natural fact and a spiritual truth 
for He rises daily in nature and in 
the soul ot man. His glory shines 
from every rising sun and, when the 
day is ended, his peace comes to man 
in the calm of sleep the while He 
smiles from all the glowing stars. 
“The dark and the light are both 
alike to Him.” The Resurrection 
was a promise to those who were, 
and who are, dead in spirit, for “He 
that believeth on me, though he were 
dead, yét shall he live.” His resur- 
rection was a corroboration of the 
truth realized to a great extent by 
those already awakened, for “He 
that believeth on me and liveth shall 
never die.” 


As a fact in nature—and certainly 
the resurrection of our Lord was no 
example of the reversal of the order 
of nature — Christ's victory over the 
grave was a demonstration of that 
wondrous system exemplified by 
every bursting bud of spring, by the 
birth of every sentient being, by the 


constant expansion of the powers of 
intellect and of the love of the heart, . 
In nature resurrection is continuous, 
and science has found no place or 
thing where the germ of life is not.» 


In fact, we may know @& 
little about change, we know nothing 
whatever about death, the thing w 
fear most! For by death we mean 
absence of consciousness while 
we remain conscious, such a condi- 
tion is unthinkable, or at least im- 
possible to realize. In fact, if one 
could actually be conscious of death, 
it would not be death, for one would 
be conscious of unc io SSA 
proposition contradictory on the face 
of it. The very conception of a so- 
called “state of death” is but an in- 
dication of the limitless shores which 
it is possible for human conscious- 
ness to traverse. 

In the springtime the Ifly bulb in 
the earth begins to expand as if with 
the fever to ive—that is hope. Later 


a watery, white shoot climbs spirally . 


upward toward the light—that is 
faith. Then a tiny green blade ap- 
pears above the ground, glad in its 
newborn freedom that is knowl- 
edge. The dews gather round the 
bright growing thing, the sunbeams 
kiss it, the rain falls upon it, the 
soft winds sing to it until, having 
assimilated something from all the 
elements of its blessed, new life, the 
plant bursts into a blossom of match- 
less beauty—and that is wisdom. 


To see and know nature in her 
sweetest, tenderest mood we must 
wait for the coming of spring with 
its sun and rain and revivifying 
winds. To behold the beauty and 
breathe the fragrance of the Iilies 
of the soul we need only open our 
lives to the Sun of life that is for- 
ever shining just above us. No mat- 
ter how cold the winds of the world 
may be blowing, no matter though 
the snows of time fall on our heads 
and the storms of circumstance 
sweep over us, one moment of real- 
ization brings the springtime of ſoy 
again. Realization of truth and free- 
dom comes 
render of the personal will to the 
will that is divine—and that fs why 
it seems so hard for many of us to 
find peace. To realize the unity of 
the personal will and the cosmic 
love it is first necessary to rid one- 
self of arrogance, pride, conceit and 
every selfish desire that is respon- 
sible for that sense of separateness 
that causes all confusion. To bring 
about the “atonement” the self must 
become subordinate to the one Mas- 
ter of life. In time, we are told, 


“every knee shall bow and every | 


tongue confess that I am God.” For 
“no flesh shall glory in His pres 
ence.” 

It is good to hope for the resurrec- 
tion of the body; it ts better to be- 
Heve in the final redemption of the 
soul and to see, with eyes of faith, 
the far-off heaven of promise; but 
infinitely better still is it to realize 
here and now that the sont has 
awakened from its sleep, that regen- 
eration is already accomplished and 
that Christ, “the Resurrection and 
the Life,” has come into the soul to 
live forever.

While Fritz was huriirg a 
barrage over on us, ‘Doc’ stuck to 
his job and administered first «id to 
the injured bors. He refused jo dig 
in and wait for the barrage to stop, 
and waded in tarough the sheii: to 
fix one of my men up. He was hit 
by, a piece of shell and died ten 
minutes later. He got his Distin- 
guished Service Cross. 

“Later the captain asked for 
more recommendations, so I turned 
in the names of three of my 
bunkies. Only one of them is with 
us today, and he game back frbm 
the hospital with Tive shell wounds 
in his body. He had volunteered to 
wade through shelifire to find some 
drinking water for us and was 
caught in a barrage. The other two

He was accidentally shot 
through the shoulder by one of his 
bunkies, ‘who didn’t know hia pis- 
10] was loaded.’ The other lad died 
of pneumonia. Our company at- 
tended the burisl service, whica was 
held in the little German cemetery 
here. After living through two of 
the fiercest drives in the wur, it 
pained us to see one of our boys 
bump off in such a quiet manner.” 

The horrors of their recent war 
experiences arc already beginning 


-to fade from the minds of some of 


the doughboys, according to Lergt. 
Wiles, who ad is: 

J have learned all about men. I 
have seen them wade through hell! 
I have seen them suffer, always with 
a mille; I have seen them die, in 
the throes of agony, and peacefully. 
But now the events of these past 
six months have slipped out of the 
memories of most of the lads in my 
‘company. They are mostly all 
farmers, the cream of America’s 
youth, and they find little room in 
their minds for thoughts other than 
crops and the girls they left be- 
hind and their mothers.” 

In a postcript penned in a serio- 
comic vein, Seret. Wiles urges his 
relatives to “lend a hand in trying

TO FIND JOBS. 


Churches to Aid Discharged 
Service Men Here. 


“Empleymen t Sunday” to be 
Observed May 4. 


6 Employees Keep 
Local Bureau Alive. 


Jobs for soldiers and sailors, re- 
turned from the fighting front will 
be the topic of importance at all 
Los Angeles churches May 4, set 
aside as “Employment Sunday” by 
the War Time Commission of Chris- 
tian Churches. Recognition of 
the day will be universal throughout 
the United States. Aims and ac- 
complishments of the United States 
Employment Service, together with 
the subject of placing the returned 
service men in positions throughout 
the country, will be discussed by 
scores of thousands of ministers 
from their pulpits, according to a 
telegram from the Director-General 
of the department to William T. 
Boyce, Federal director for Califor- 
nia. 

WILL AID CHURCHES. 

The idea of “Employment Sun- 
day” originated with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, it was explained 
here yesterday, was adapted by the 
War-time Commission of Christian 
Churches, and through that body 
all Christian denominations agreed 
to observe the day on May 4. Minis- 
ters desiring data for sermons to be 
preached “Employment Sunday,” 
are requested to get in touch with 
the representatives of thé United 
States Employment Service. That an 
effort will be made to supply depart- 
ment representatives to a number 
of churches for the purpose of mak- 
ing addresses on the subject during 
the day, was the statement of Di- 
rector Boyce. While the personnel 
of the department has been greatly 
depleted since Congress failed to ap- 
propriate the money with which to 
finance the service, efforts are be- 
ing made to assist the churches 
whenever possible, it was stated.

California leads all other States 
in the number of offices of the Unit- 
ed States Employment Service.

“A railway, happily, was being 
built into the West.

“I was employed by an important 
firm of contractofs and was look- 
Ving forward to the day when 
could own and operate a horse 
ranch. When business was slack, 
I would turn cowboy for a time. 80

in 1887 went to Wyoming for my 
employers in an effort to locate oll 
and coal lands.

“He served his term and then was 
turned loose with $5 in his pocket. 
After traveling as far as that amount 
of money would take him. he tele- 
graphed me for funds, saying that 
he desired to return to Newcastle. 

HE REFORMED IN PRISON. 

“I sent him the money and in 
due time he was among us again. 
But he was a changed man. He had 
learned to read at Joliet and to take 
a decent view of life. I will close 
the incident by sant that he be- 
came my loyal and devoted friend.” 

„And that’s the way you got into 
politica,” the interviewer said. 

“Yes; I was Mayor of Newcastle 
for seven years. Wyoming ceased to 
be a Territory in 1890. That year, 
at Sundance, fifty miles qway, I was 
nominated for the State Senate. I 
didn’t know anything about it in 
advance and only accepted the nom- 
ination when assured that I wouldn't 
be asked to make speeches during 
the campaign. Never having deliv- 
ered a speech, I falt sure that I 
would fail disgracefully et ever I 


venture of that kind 

“But word came down from a new 
settlement in the mountains that I 
was reported to be a dude and in af- 
fluent eircumsetances. The commit- 
tee sald that I owed it to my district, 
my State and the American nation 
to nail that etrocious lie. There- 
tore, I yielded. but my legs trembled, 
my hands shook and my heart beata 
wild tattoo in my throat. 

“I spoke for ten minutes, I sup- 
pose, but it may have been only five. 
The schoolhouse wa crowded to the 
doors. Coming in from the night. 
the light biinded me and I could not 
see. And my voice sounded far away. 
It was a frightful ordeal and 1 
have never remembered a word that 
1 said. 

“Anyway, I was elected and then 
re-elected and was made president 
of our Senate. I found politics to 
be even more interesting than 
building railroads or prospecting for 
coal. In 1894 T was elected to Con- 
gress, but was defeated in 1396. Our 
teople were for free silver but 
wasn't. Then in 1898 I was again 
successful at the polls. I have been 
a Representative in Congress ever 
since; in all, eleven terms, or twenty- 
two years.” 

“Some men and newspapers are 
now describing you as a ‘reaction- 
ary. What have you to say in re- 
ply?” 
18s HE A *REACTIONARY? 
“I wouldn't attempt to make an 
answer unless I knew what the word 
‘reactionary’ means in the minds of 
those who label me in that fashion. 
A ‘reactionary,’ in the view of one 
man, might be a turbulent and dan- 
gerous ‘progressive’ in the view of 
some one else. No definition of the 
word has as yet been established, 
far as I know. 
“But let me say this: I am a Re- 
publican. I believe in a protective 
tarif—not a prohibitory tariff, but 
one high enough to safeguard our 
own people but low enough to guard 
them against the extortions’ of 
monopolies and trusts. 

“Wyoming. when I first came to 
Congress. was a cattle and sheep 
State. We had few farms. All of 
cur land, practically, was in ranges. 
I at once began to introduce bills 
and get laws on our books designed 
to break up the ranges and to create 


cther men, and powerful men at 
that, out of the sheep and cattle 
business. As I look back, I wonder 
how I have remained a member 
of Congress for s0 many years. I 
eam the author of the 320-acre 
homestead law. Without boast I 
say that I have originated more 
legislation in the interest of farm- 
ers seeking homes and land than 
any other ling man. Would you 


“Again, if it is of any interest or 
importance, I led two insurrections 
against what was known as Cannon- 
ism. I did this when President 
Roosevelt. Uncle Joe Cannon, John 
Dalzell and Sereno E.? Payne were the 
most influential end popular Re- 


pudlicans in the United States. It 


was a serious matter for a member 
of Congrem to antagonize that com- 
bination. 

“The first contest was over the 
admission of Arizona and New 
Mexico into the Union. I wanted 
them to come in separately. In this 
I was following recognized Repub- 
lican doctrine. But President Roose- 
velt, persuaded by Senator Beve- 
ridge of Indiana, induced Speaker 
Cannon to oppose the creation of 
two States. And that became the 
programme in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. But I was not aware 
of the fact. 

Jt would require, I saw. forty- 
six Republicans, joined with the

| “After that Speaker Cannon, 
Dalzell and Payne didn't see me 
when I met them face to face in the 
corridors or aisles of the House. 
They picked several of my men off, 
however. One wes given a fine 
chairmanship. Another desired to 
have a new roof put on the Federal 
Building in his district. 

“But our agitation got into the 


aroused, and while we lost in the 
House, we won in the Senate and 
eventually in both branches 
Congress. 

“The second insurrection in which 
I took part concerned the Philip- 
pines. Taft had been there as 
Governor and was now Secretary of 
War in Roosevelt's Cabinet. He 
desired free trade with the islands 
and brought Roosevelt around to 
his opinion. Cannon and his cap- 
tains and lieutenants were told what 
was wanted. | 

“IT said that I would vote for free 
Philippine tobacco and sugar up to 
the crops that were then grown on 
the islands. But I would stop there. 
The Philippines would be developed 
and there would be immense yields 
of both products in the future. And 
with the cheapest kind of labor. I 
said that our own people at home 
were entitled to a certain measure 
of protection. 

“The Democrats, naturally, stood 
with Roosevelt, Taft, Cannon, Payne 
and Dalzell. John Sharp Williams, 
now in the Senate, then in the 
House, said: ‘I am for free trade, 
if only in spots.’ 

“We led our men up to the firing 
Une, but were defeated. The coun- 
try, however, was back of the posi- 
tion we had taken and the Senate 
saved the day.

KILLS BY PRESSURE. 
New System of Sterilization Devised 
by ‘University Professor. 


Pressure kills germs and may be 
used practically for the sterilization 
of foodstuffs, or the pasteurization 
of milk as effectively as heat or 


agents. 
Its use is suggested ag a substi- 
tute for pasteurization in the treat- 


ing to a statement just issued by 
the American Chemical Society. 
Those who think that milk is more 
or less affected by strong heat neces- 
sary for pasteurizing or sterilizing 
Will welcome this process recon- 
mended by Prof. B. H. Hite of the 
University of West Virginia, which 
is of especial interest in these days 
when the system of marketing and 
distributing milk is undergoing re- 
vision.

| PURGING FREE MASONRY. 
Grand Master W. 8. Farmer of the 


New York, has issued an edict 
against the use of any foreign lan- 
guage in lodge ritual or proceedings, 
and ordering that English shall be 
the only language used in the ex- 
emplification of the work and the 
keeping of records. The edict is 
mandatory and cannot be appealed 
This proclamation, the most 
sweeping ever issued by a grand 
master, affects forty-eight lodges in 
the State, but none of these is in 
this section of the State. The last 
lodge in Albany to use any other 
than the English language was Gut- 
tenberg. lodge. German was the 
language used for both the ritual 
and proceedings, but was abolished 
about ten years ago—einece which 
the English language has been used 
exclusively.

He inherited the 
Drew genius—his mother, Mrs. John 
Drew, had been one of the greatest 
comediennes of her time. 

It needed only a spark to set that 
genius alight. And at the time 
when that genius was lighted, 
Drew's whole life became brilliant 
with the big d real romance of 
his lite. In fact, while to the 
casual acquaintance, Drew prob- 
ably seemed cold and reserved. 
with a haughtiness born of family 
pride, he appears to have been cap- 
able of the deepest devotion to those 
nearest him. There is no doubt he 
worshiped his son, he loved and ad- 
mired Ethel Barrymore, his cousin, 
and his devotion to the second Mrs. 
Drew, whom he married about six 
years ago, became a proverb among 
his fellow players.

TIMBER IN DANGER. 


Bark Beetle Infests 25,000 Acres in 
Colorado Forests. i 


An infestation by the bark bottle, 
more serious than any found since 
that in the Black Hills in 1901, has 
appeared in the Durango National 
Forest. 


25,000 acres of timber 
are more or less infested by the 
beetle and by April 1 a large force, 
working under the direction of Su- 
pervisor H. E. French and Ralph 
Hopping, entomologist, will begin 
the work of combating it. 

The only effective method of 
checking the spread of the activities 
of the bettle is by burning the trees 
in which the beetles are living. 
Every infested tree in the Durango 
Forest will be felled. The can- 
not thrive in any but living trees 
and sometimes it becomes neces- 
|}sary to clear acres of land of their 
|} best timber in order to destroy it. 
) The life of the insect is similar to 
that of the butterfly, passing from 
the ege into the larva stage, then 
the pupa, and finally as a beetle. In 
the fall, the beetle gets under the 
a tree and, along ves 
it excavates in the surface of the 
wood, depesite the eggs. In the 
winter the pest is inactive, but in 
the spring the eggs hatch out the 
larva which mines at right angles 
to the primary gallery made a few 
months before by the beetle. 

According to Dr. A. D. Hopkins, 
| entomologist. in ten years while the

Hitls Forest, 80 per cent. of the

WITH FRANCE. 


Bagincering Project hes 


Just been Completed. 


Pyreneean Tunnel as Adjunct 
of League of Nations. 


Simplifies Route Through Big 
Mourftain Barrier.

Along with peace news and war 
news, tales of revolution in Europe, 
and of industrial trouble in South 
America, comes a five-line dispatch 
from Madrid announcing that a new 
Pyreneean tunnel has been finished 
between France and Spain. 

This new physical link in the 
League of Nations has quietly gone 
on ite finish while millions of men 
in arms were forgetting the arts of 
peace. Here is an undertaking that 
men talked about for years before 
it was begun, and it is completed 
at a significant moment. The Pyre- 
nees form one of the most formida- 
ble natural walls reared between 
any two nations of the world, and 
with this tunnel finished and 
cthreaded by a railway, the phrase

Take your map of Spain and you 


will find a few miles southeast of 
the little free republic of Andorra, 
lying in the Pyrenees, between 
France and Spain, a pass running 
at a high elevation across the moun- 
tains between peaks that rise to a 
height of more than 9500 feet. 


CUTS MANY MILES FROM TRIP. 


Tourists going from the Mediter- 


ranean region of France, where Py- 
renees begin to approach the sea, 
have used a carriage way through 
the’ pass from Prades, where the 
railway from Perpignan, on the 
French Mediterranean, ends, to 
Puigceerda, just across the Spanish 
border, but the journey into Spain 
from the valley of the Ariece Riv- 
er, which flows northwestward to- 
ward Central France, and encoun- 
ters after sixty or eighty miles its 
| first considerable French city, Tou- 
louse, was not so easy. 


This tunnel is reported as extend- 


ing from Puigcerda, Spain, to Ax, 
France, which two places are about 
twenty miles apart. As a matter of 


fact, the tunnel is not twenty miles 
long. If it were it would be the 


greatest mountain-piercing tunnel 


in the world. It is long enough, 


however, to permit of a railway by 


not Impossible grades between the 
upper valley of the Ariege and the 
lower levels of the pass in which 
little Puigcerda is situated. 

This railway will lead down to the 
valley of the great River Ebro. Up 
and down the Ebro Valley runs a 
system of railways and canals. 
Northward this systern takes pas- 
sengers and freight to Saragossa 
and many smaller places in the 
heart of Spain. Southward the val- 
ley carries railways that reach and 
ekirt the coast. Above the mouth 
of the river is railway communica- 
tion to the great and turbulent 
Mediterranean port of Barcelona, 
the most rapidly-growing city of 
Spain. 

Below the mouth of the Ebro a 
railway parallels the coast at vary- 
ing distance, reaching the port and 
city of Valencia. 


REMARKABLE ENGINEERING. 


On the French side the tunnel 
becomes the gateway to the Ariege 
Valley, and an important part of 
Central and Southern France. 

As a commercial undertaking the 
new Pyreneean tunnel does not cut 
a great figure beside the tunnels con- 
necting Italy with France and 
Switzerland, though as an engineer- 
ing feat it is possibly as remarkable 
as some of the more famous moun- 
tain plercing of Europe and Amer- 
ica. The St. Denis tunnel, almost ex- 
actly eight miles long, built at the 
rate of something over two and a 
half linear miles in twenty-four 
hours, and at a cost of rather more 
than $900 a yard, is certainly more 
important than the Ax-Puigcerda 
tunnel. So is the Simplon tunnel, and 
so the St. Gothard, for travel and 
commerce across the Alps flow in far 
denser streams than the Pyrenees. 
Again, the trans-Andean tunnel, con- 
necting Chile and Argentina, ies at a 
greater*elevation, 10,460 feet, than 
the Pyreneean tunnel but not one 
of these is more significant politi- 
cally. 

The completion of the new Pyre- 
neean tunnel is significant at this 
time because it marks the end of 
the suspicious isolation which Spain 
long tried to maintain as to her 
neighbors beyond the mountain wall.

How would you like to rent a house 
in the suburbs, with a yard large 
enough for gardening and poultry 
keeping, with a good store close at 
hand where you could buy most of 
the things you need at a little more 
than cost, and with churches, 
schools and a social center in the 
neighborhood, for 26 cents per room 
per week?

WASHING FOR 


IHE GOVERNMENT. 


MORE THAN CARLOAD OF ARMY 
GOODS WASHED EVERY DAY 
AT CAMP FUNSTON. 


Salvaged clothing. army blankets 
and bed sacks that have undergone 
renovation at the Camp Funston 
laundry are being stored in bar- 
racks recently vacated by the Tenth 
Division. The work at the laundry 


is proceeding at the rate of more 
than a carload a day and already 
two barracks have been filled. Prob- 
ably eight or ten additional build- 
ings will be required to store the 
Salvage that has been assigned to 
Funston. Lieut. Henry Mollman, 
laundry officer, said last week that 
at least 100 and possibly as many 
as 150, carloads of salvage were ex- 
pected. 

Army men at Camp Funston do 
not know what final disposition is to 
be made of the stores, which will 
amount to tens of thousands of dol- 
lars in value. The order they re- 
ceived assigns, with military brevity, 
the task of renovating and storing 
the property, and leaves everybody 
to guess what comes next. Nearly 
all the salvaged property being re- 
ceived at Camp Funston would be 
useful in civil life. Wool blankets, 
as every housewife knows, command 
A price equal to a couple of days’ 
wages apiece if purchased at retail. 
There are hundreds of them being 


renovated daily at the laundry, i- 


suing from the plant as good as 
new. The clothing undergoing 
Salvage includes underclothing, 
socks, fatigue suits (overalls,) cot- 
ton shirts, bed sacks and cotton un- 
forms. Blankets are the only 
woolens being handled by the laun- 
ry. 

CHANCE FOR RUMMAGE SALE. 

It is the official guess at Funston 
that Uncle Sam expects to hold a fire 
sale some of these days. There 
are 8,000,000 army blankets in the 
United States alone, and other prop- 
erty in proportion—a fact which 
offers a ray of hope for a reduction 
in the price of cotton and wool 
wearing apparel—if Uncle Sam 
— decide to have a clearance 

e. 

A recent issue of the Star told 
of the camp laundry having been 
designated the central plant for 
renovation of army salvage. Ten 
other camp laundries, equal in 
capacity, are engaged in the same 
Kind of work. The Funston plant 
is receiving more salvage than any 
of the others, however, probably on 
account of its central location and 
the comparatively small number of 


troops stationed at the camp. More 


than a carload of reclamation a 
day, in addition to the bundle work 
of a regiment of troops, several 
thousand soldiers in the camp or- 
ganization and the Base Hospital 
all of which sounds like quite a 
g0od-aized job— does not tax the 
Funston plant to capacity. Recla- 
mation will speed up to two car- 
loads a day as soon as labor re- 
sponds to a call for 250 workers sent 
out two weeks ago. Last summer 
when the laundry did the work for 
50,000 troops, a force of 330 civilians 
and 165 soldiers was employed. 

It is not a model laundry, but its 
efficiency was the subject of a favor- 
able report to Washington by an in- 
specting officer only last week. It 
is housed in a temporary building 
of shocking architectural design, 
but inside everything is clean, or- 
derly and smooth running as a per- 
fectly regulated machine. From 
the receiving-room to the motor- 
driven delivery cars there is every- 
where evidence modern inventive 
genius, and army discipline and 
sanitation. One recent improve- 
ment, a system of marking and sort- 
ing clothing, enabled Lieut. Mon- 
man to reduce his force from seven- 
ty-seven to thirty-three girls. 

The laundry is running two 
shifts, or fifteen hours a day, em- 
ploying about 100 persons to the 
shift. Just now the management 
is making a change from soldier to 
civilian labor, authorized two weeks 
ago. Lieut. Mollman expects to 
operate on a basis of 250 em- 
ployees, 125 to a shift. The mini- 
mum pay is $16.25 a week. Last 
summer the payroll ran as high as 
$30,000 a week, but now it is little 
more than half that. The plant 
has two times the capacity of the 
largest commercial laundry in 
America.—[Kansas City Star.

I remember the Kaiser’s wrath 
when in September, 1914, the first 
number of Life, nal ing disrespect- 
ful reference to his august Mejesty, 
strayed onto his libro:y table.

“I command the postmester-gen- 
eral,” he shouted ints the phone. 

And when that digritary respect- 
fully responded, he demanded to 
know whether the postoffice depart- 
ment was asleep. “You had the ef- 
frontery to pass that dirty rag Life 
through my mails.“ he bawled. “Tr 
that happens again will mean 
your resignation.” 

And William hung up the 
ceiver with a bang. : 

Supper at court was no more en- 
tertaining than the mid-day meal: 
the same stiff-necaed formality, the 
same strain after effect; the aber 
endeavoring to be his own merry-

dull for the most part. 

As for the Empress, she remained 
as impassive as ever, smiling in her 
subdued manner: only her corsage 
was considerably lower, and she 
wore an extra handful or two of 
jewels.

That in the feverish hunt after 
finusements and excitement, family 
life at the German court, of which 
the contemporary press made 30 
much, was a delusion, goes without 
saying, though, to accuse William of 
negiecting his frau, in the ordinary 
sense of the word, would, perhaps, 
be unjust, for he kept up appear- 
ances in a general way, and I have 
reascns to belleve that he loved his 
wife. Yet he had a knack of for- 
getting her very existence whenever 
he thought he was better off alone. 

And his fixed idea of self-suffi- 


ciency grew stronger and stronger 


with him as his egotism developed 
into egomantia. 

With all that, however, he wag not 
an unkind husband, albeit his actions 
often implied lack of gentleness 
aad generosity. It was his boundless 
love of self that claimed ascendency-. 
in his every action, no matter 
whether it affected the best friend 
he bad in the world or his worst 
enemy. 

As in those awful days of San 
Remo, when he claimed, as repre- 
sentative of the old Emperor, prece- 
dence over his afflicted mother on 
the way to the village church, so he 
used his Emperorship as a club to 
intimidate all depending upon him 
into a state of utter submissiveness.

The Kaiser's idea of women was 
that they were wholly for purposes 
of amusement or propagation, and 
chiigren for the purpose of main- 
taining family lineages or the popu- 
lation of the Empire—this was Ger- 
mau “Kultur!” 

The Kaiser's upstairs 
large, lofty room, was th 
from the empire and the 
whole Id in general were ad- 
dressed ho knows not the date- 
line: “Given at the Neues Palais?”) 
Near the fireplace was the Emper- 
or's writing ble, a big, clumsy 
walnut affair with machine-turned 
feet, and trimmings such as may be 
found in any well-regulated house- 
hold in Germany. The Berliner 
calls this piece of tilted inelegancy 
“Diplomat’s Desk,“ for what spec‘al 
reason I do not know. The top was 
usually covered with marine views, 
charcoal sketches, and photographs 
of beautiful women, framed and 
unframed. 

As is well known, both their Ma- 
jesties had a passion for photog- 
raphy, which William wart went to 
call “a royal art“ until he heard 
that the Duke of Marlborough, 
“who married a daughter of the re- 
public for her money” practiced — 
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photographs indiscriminately, the 
Kaiser showed a decided partiality 
for those of charming women. 

Is This German “Kultur?” 
True, he honored men in the serv- 
ice of the court of goverament, or 
of social renown, quite frequently 
by requests for pictires; but on re- 
ceiving them ne invariably shut 
them away “where the flies cannot 
get at them,” while portraits of 
handsome princesses and other fair 
ones who made an impression upon 
the imperial mind were everywhere 
in William's rooms—figures large 
and small, in all sorts of costurres, 
or even distinguished by an absence 
of such; plain pictures, silver prints, 
in colors or painted over; personal 
gifts, inscribed with sweet senti- 
ments, or the output of art stores. 
Among the likenesses regularly 
found on the writing 
table, no matter whether he was at 
home or in his private car, or visit- 
ing with relatives and friends, was 
one of the Duchess of remark- 
able for the fact that Her Imperial 
Highness was uncovered except for 
a necklace of pear-shaped peuris. 
For this portrait the Kaiser pro- 
fessed a special liking, because, he 
said, it reminded him of a certain 
masterpiece representing Letitia’s 
great grand-aunt, the Empress Jose- 
phine. 

„Don't you think it does?” He 
once, after a lengthy dissertation on 
the point, asked his wife, who cor- 
dially .detests her cousin. 

Other picture favorites of his in- 
cluded the daughter of a Prussian 
general. This young lady figured 
oceagionally in living pictures ar- 
ranged by members of the court 
society, and, with her rich Titian 
hair, big blue eyes and chaste fig- 
ure, was perhaps, the most beaut!ful 
German girl of the period. 

Kaiser’s Industry Is a Myth. 

A continuous source of amuse- 
ment to the Kaiser were the minute 
accounts of his daily labors in the 
vineyard of statecraft, and of almost 
any other vocation imaginable, 


which he ordered publighed in books, 


magazines, pamphiets and news- 
papers with a minuteness of detail 
and conceived in a know-all vein of 
assurance, interlarded with deep- 
est“ and highest“ admiration, that 
make them so stirring and pa- 
thetic,” he thought. 

These descriptions of what is inde- 
scribable (for the greater part of 
the labors ascribed to the Kaiser 
were creations of the authors’ fan- 
cies) commenced to pour in on us 
almost with the beginning of his 
reign; when in a speech to the mu- 
nicipal council of Berlin he protested 


against the imputation that he 
1 around for the fun of the 
thing. 


“IT have placed my health and all 
my bodily resources in jeopardy to 
serve the cause of peace and to pro- 
mote the Fatherland’s prosperity by 
visiting Allies and friends in all parts 
of th : world,” he cried. And German 
opinion, always ready to be correct- 
ed, at once changed its sing-song of 
the Kaiser-on-the-tramp into that of 
the Kalser-at-work. 

After that it became the fashion 
among sycophants to pronounce WII- 
lam a perptuum mobile of useful 
activity. 

I will not w the reader by at- 
tempting a detailed account of the 
Kaiser’s employments,—of when he 
designed to get up and when he 
“graciously” retired, worked at gov- 
erning, and governed the work of 
others; listened to reports and as- 
serted himself; fenced, rode, drove 
and what not,—that life which was 
but a “whirligig of hard labor for 
the good of the people and for the 
peace of Europe,“ or else an attempt 
to square accounts with the Su- 
preme Creator.

OMSK (Siberia) Feb. 12.—Excit-

‘lot of Mrs. Carl C. Compton of Chi- 


cago, who, with American womanly 
pluck, has accompanied her hus- 
band in many months of humani- 
tarian relief work among the Ar- 

lans and later during the most 
exciting moments of the Bolshevik 
revolution. They had never left U- 
linoils before. coming to the Cau- 
casus for the Committee on Ar4 
menian Relief. Now, Mr. Compton 
is in charge of the American Young 
Men’s Christian Association work at 
Omsk, 

They were first stationed at Alex- 
andropol, Caucasus, then ~in the 
hands of the Russians, and were oc- 
cupied with industrial relief work. 
Positions were found for refugees as 
they arrived, fleeing from Turkey. 
They estimate that they and other 
members of the corps distributed 
clothing for 15,000 Armenian or- 
phans, whose parents had been 
massacred by the Turks. Help was 
furnished to about 60,000 refugees. 

Then, suddenly, the Russian revo- 
lution developed. The Bolsheviki 
abandoned the battle front and the 
Turkish army advanced. It was 
feared that the Germans would 
come down the Black Sea and seize 
the line from Batum to Tiflis. The 
American Consul advised all the 
Americans to leave at once, and a 
special train conveying sixty for- 
eigners finally arrived at Baku on 
the Caspian Sea. There they were 
caught in a battle between Bolshev- 
iki and Armenians on one side and

— Utter mis- 
ery, starvation and despair prevailed 


in the new republic of Czecho-Slova- / 


kia before the Allied governments 
began to ship food supplies to that 
country in the latter part of Feb- 


ruary. 

It ia not known here whether this 
situation has been relieved to any 
large extent, but large shipments of 
four, milk and other supplies have 
since been forwarded to Prague and 
a-iditional foodstuffs were in Triest 
awaiting transportation to the 
Czecho-Slovaks. 

An appeaj by Dr. Alice d. Ma- 
Saryk, daughter of President Ma- 
éaryk and head of the Czecho-Slo- 
vak Red Cross, written on February 
20, pictures the conditions in her 
country as a terrible one. = 
can, British and French authorities 
are endeavoring to respond. 

It is stated that, unless help ar- 
rived ‘quickly, a million children un- 
der 6 years old were doomed to die: 
that 2,000,000 childrent up to 14 
years were weak from underfeeding 
and that the mortality among the 
old and feeble was appalling. 

Separated from the Allied terri- 
tories on three sides by Germany 
and Austria, the Czecho k 
public was, even before 
ruthlessly and denud- 
ed by the Austrians of all fvodstuffs 
and supplies. When hostilities were 
suspended, there was in 
vakia no corn, 
cines.

ie extreme. The supply of milk was 
only one-thirtieth of normal. More 
than 80 per cent. of the babies of 
Prague were rachitic, anaemic or 
consumptive. More than half the 
patients in the children’s 
died ot consumption. 

In the mining districts the 
as reported here is still worse. At 
Kladno 116 of the 166 babies born 
in 1918 died of consumption. Births 
throughout the country have de- 


maternity hospitals 
and other charitable institutions can 
no longer feed their inmates. Nine- 
teen per cent. of the infants under 
1 year in Pilsen, the formerly flour - 
ishing city of breweries and arsenal 
workers, died last year from lack 
of nutrition. Prices of household 
commodities have risen 700 to 800 
per cent., while wages have in- 
creased 200 to 300 per cent. Cloth- 
ing costs ten times more than for- 
merly and sewing cotton is 100 
times dearer than before the war. 
These reports show that Prof. 
Thomas G. Masaryk, the first Presi- 
dent of the new Czecho-Slovak re- 
public, who went from New York 
last winter to assume his duties, 
faces a herculean task. Writing to 
Lady Muriel Paget on February 19, 
the President's daughter told her, 
“Father said he hoped you would 
come. Do come and help us.” 
Lady Paget has obtained from the 
French government ten trucks which 
the American Red Cross has filled 
with al supplies for the 
vaks, and plans to take 
to Bohe twenty tons of rice. Re- 
cent information, however, states 
that freight traffic to Bohemia is 
disorganized and the fear is ex- 
pressed that the Austrian threat, “If 
we are to lose Bohemia, we shall 
lose her as a corpse, may become a 
terrible reality.

TRAINING OF GIRLS. 


Italy and China Making Study of 


Foreign interest in the establish- 
ment of vocational schools for girls 
has been greatly stimulated by the 
war. The Federal Board of Voca- 


tional Education reports that sev- 
eral European countries have sent 
representatives to this country to 
make studies of conditions here, and 
to visit schools d industrial plants 
which have in operation trade or 
industrial training schools for giris. 

According to Countess Maria A. 
Loschi, who was sent by the Mayor 
of Rome to the United States to 
study American methods of training 
girls for wage-earning occupations, 
vocational education is much needed 
in Italy. Up to the close of the 
war only two vocational schools— 
one at Rome and the other in one 
of the northern cities——had been es- 
tablished in that country. After the

BLOODY DAYS IN BERLIN. 


Eyewitness Describes How Karl Lieb- 
knecht and Rosa Luxembourg Died.

Apparently, it was his desire to gain 
a position for his party by propa- 
ganda and speech and not by force. 
Unfortunately the Russian Bolshe- 
viki chose him as the man they 
wished to have as their agent in 
Germany and accordingly sent Karl 
Radek, one of Lenine’s associates, 
to Berlin to organize with Lieb- 
knecht the system to be followed 
out by the Bolsheviki in overthrow- 
ing the new German republic.

It was tragic for Liebknecht that 
Radek was a man who believed the 
only way for the Spartacans to gain 
control was by establishing a reign 
of terror in Berlin. When Lieb- 
knecht realized that the Independ- 
ent Socialists were not going to be 
able to have one of them-—the 
Spartacans—placed on the Council 
of Six, which at that time was ruling 
Germany, he allowed himself to be 
won over to Radek’s and Rosa Lux- 
embourg’s way of thinking. It is 
the writer’s opinion that, at the 
start of the revolution, Liebknecht 
did everything in his power to keep 
the Spartacans in order and prevent 
any killing and rioting. Later, per- 
haps, he saw no other way out of it. 

Eichho then chief of police, 
was an t of the Russian Bolshe- 
viki in disguise.

VAST WEALTH OF SIBERIA Is 
AWAITING AMERICAN BUSI- 
NESS DEVELOPMENT. 


(BY A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
{NOTE, This letter from the As- 


sociated Press correspondent sent 
to Omsk to obtain for American 
readers facts concerning the AM. 
itussian government there traveled 
much more than half way around 
the world. It came east by the way 
of Viadivostok and across the Fa- 
cific to San Francisco and thetuce 
to New York and was more than 
six weeks in transit. Much of the 
delay in forwarding mail by this 
route, the only one available, is due 
to the slow transportation across 
Siberia. 

OMSK (Siberia) Feb. 11. — Be tore 
the war the trans- Siberian express 
trains made the journey from 
Vladivostok to Parise in thirteen 
days, and from Viadivostok to 
mask, the seat of the All-Russian 
government, in six days. Recently 
special American Red Cross trains, 
Young Men's Christian Association 
trains and troop trains required 
from twenty to twenty-five days to 
cover the distance from Viadivostok 
to the temporary seat of the pro- 
visional government.

He thinks the evils of 
state socialism would be as great, 
if not greater, than under the capi- 
talistic regime; but believes that a 
selection of socialism and anarchy 
would make the world much better 
and happier. Stress is laid on the 
harrowing feeling of insecurity that 
grips almost everyone dependent’ 
upon a salary—or wage—for a live- 
lihood, and his “World as It; Could 
be Made” would set itself to yemedy 
this. He opposes many socialistic 
theories as incompatible with the 
proper encouragement of art and 
science, and offers a radical but not 
alarming solution, He is at con- 
flict with any theory of government 
that would tend to make that gov- 
ernment static and would allow op- 
portunity for criticism, however se- 
vere, to reach the public.

tral Powers. Germany promised to 
gend various articles of industry as 
well as petroleum in return for 
foodstuffs, but she fulfilled her 
promise very slowly.

DID MUCH FOR COUNTRY. 


Extent of War Work Done for Nation by 
Auto Company Revealed. 


the Ford Motor Company were 
turned over to government 
during the period of the war was 
revealed last week for the first time 
in a letter received at the Los An- 
geles Ford branch from the parent 
factory at Detroit. For months be- 
fore the signing of the armistice, 
the army of 45,000 Ford employees 
in Detroit — almost two full divi- 


sions in army parlance— was en- 
gaged practically in 100 per cent. 
war work. While the product of 


the factory in war material was 
astonishing, nevertheless the huge 
plant was just getting into full 


stride as a war machine when the 
armistice was signed, and a few 
months more would have written a 
much more astonishing story. 

Not many people realize that the 
Ford plant held the contract for all 
the cylinders for all the Liberty mo- 
tors made in America. Because of 
the immense superiority of the 
method devised by the Ford engi- 
neers for making these cylinders, 
the government awarded a contract 
for 400,000 Liberty cylinders to the 
Ford plant. This original order had 
been practically completed when the 
armistice was signed, and a new 
order for 300,000 more had 
been entered. 

The superior quality of the bear- 
ings manufactured by the Ford 
Company was also recognized by a 
contract for 700,000 bearings for 
Liberty motors, or all the bearings 
for all the Liberty motors. Of this 
number more than 400,000 had been 
delivered. A similar numter of 
cylinder forgings for Liberty motors

had been ordered, and this contract 
was. likewise more than half com- 
pleted. In addition, the Ford plant 
was working on a contract for 5000 


complete Liberty motors and had de- 


livered over 1500. 

More tnan 2,009,000 steel helmets 
were delivered from the Ford 
plant. These had to be of light 
weight, yet of immensely tough, 
hard metal, and the ability of Ford 
metallurgists was especially valua- 
ble on this contract. 

Over 6000 ambulances, 8000 trucks 
and 25,000 Ford cars were delivered. 
Eight thousand caissons, mainly for 
155 mm. guns, formed no small con- 
tribution. 

Because of its complete dis- 
similarity with any previous Ford 
activity, the building of the fleet of 
Ford Eagle boats was probably the 
most spectacular single feature. of 
Ford activities. It involved the 
development of a new plant, of 
new methods of shipbuilding. About 
twenty-five of these boats of 200 
feet in length and twenty-five-foot 
beam had been delivered when the 
armistice was signed. 

An enormous building that was 
destined for the manufacture of 15. 
000 of the small, two-man military 
tanks, wil prove very handy for the 
manufacture of cars and 
trucks. A 
experimental work had been done 
in the way of tank manufacture, and 
two types had been accepted by the 
War Department when the armistice 
came. 

These were by no means all of the 
war activities of the Ford plant, but 
they serve to give a good idea of 
the extent to which the Ford re- 
sources were called upon to ald the 
government.

Before arriving at the cost of 
truck operation it is essential to 
have the ton-mile figure for com- 
parison with the average daily 
cost of operation. Such a system 
will allow the owner to compare 


the operating cost of one make of 
truck with another, and as well, 
truck haulage with horse and wagon 
delivery. 

There are two classes of units used 
for measuring truck haulage. One 
is the absolute ton-mile, while the 
cther is the commercial ton-mile. 
They should not be confused. 

The absolute ton-mile is similar 
to that used in figuring railroad 
freight mileage. 
various systems of delivery, con- 
tingent on stops and loads to be 
dropped en route, what is called the 
commercial ton-mile is adopted as a 
Standard of measurement. The ab- 
solute or railroad ton-mile is one- 
ton carried one mile: thus, one ton 
carried five miles equals five ton- 
miles, and five tons carried one mile 
Also equals five ton-miles. Similar- 
ly, five tons carried three miles 
makes fifteen ton-miles. 

Absolute ton-miles should be fig- 
vred in connections with motor 
truck haulage only when uniform 
hauls are made, that is, when one 
truck carries the same load over the 
same distance. By simply multiply- 
ing the number of miles covered by 
the number of tons carried the own- 
er can easily determine the cost 
per ton-mile by the additional 
operation of dividing the average 
dally ton-mileage into the average 
sail cost of operation. The result 
will be the cost per ton-mile. These 
figures are indispensable in keeping 
an accurate account of delivery 
expense and profit. 

The commercial ton-mile is figured 
for trucks employed in continually 


Becarse of the 


absolute ton-mileage would necessi- 
tate separate figuring for each stop 
and would be decidedly imprac- 
ticable. Hence, the commercial ton- 
mile used. 

The information from which to 
figure the commercial ton-mile 
comes from the driver’s card. All 
that is needed is the number of de- 
liveries made, the weight of each 
load and the total mileage for the 
day. First determine the average 
tons per trip. This is found by re- 
ducing the total number of pounds 
hauled to terms of tons, Le., 12,000 
pounds would be termed as six tons. 
The average tons per trip, or the 
average load, is found by dividing 
the number of tons hauled by the 
number of deliveries made, t.e., six 
tons, divided by five (deliveries) 
equals one and one-fifth tons, or the 
average load. This result multiplied 
by the total mileage for the day 
gives the ton-mi'es. For example, 
if the mileage covered by the truck 
is sixty, the ton-miles for the day 
amount to seventy-two or sixty 
times one and one-fifth. 

When your truck makes but one 
trip a day you simply multiply the 
mileage by the number of miles 
carried, thereby using the absolute 
ton-mile basis. 

Ton-miles are nothing more than 
than the units for measuring truck 


performance. The principle of ton- 
mileage may be applied to any 
Class of motor trick havlage 


whether the units are baskets, bun- 
dies, kegs, cases, or thousands of 
feet of lumber. For the concern 
which does not do its hauling in 
cons the same measure of haulage 
may be had by simply substituting 
for the ton the unit best served to 
measure the delivery system. Thus 
instead of the ton-mile we have the 
package-mile, multiplying the num- 
ber of packages delivered by the 
number of miles covered in deliver- 
ing them, or the keg-mile, or the 
case-mile. 


OVERLOOKS A BIG FACTOR. 


The average motorist, despite his 
constant endeavor to decrease his 
tire upkeep cost, frequently over- 
looks one of the most important 
long mileage factors, according to 
some of the tire experts of Akron, 
where most of the tires are manu- 


factured, Rim neglect, they say, is 
just ag serious a tire menace as low- 
grade rubber or defective fabric. 

Inasmuch as most discussions con- 
cerning tire conservation deal large- 


larger rubber companies is sending 
out a statement concerning the rim 
It is pointed out that 
bent, loose, creeping and rusty rims 
are conditions that the tire eon- 
sumer must always guard against. 
“A bent rim, for example, has 
ruined many tires under 500 miles 
of service when that same tire would 
have run 6000 or 7000 miles if prop- 
er attention had been paid to the 
rim.“ reads the statement, which is 
being sent out by the Miller Rubber 
Company. “The bend in the rim 
caused a break in the tire just 
about the bead—such a break is 
most destructive and costly.” 


“Loose demountable rims also 
cause a lot of tire trouble, it not 
watched carefully,” continues the 
statement. “When one of the 
wedges becomes loose, the rim 
starts ‘working’ and gradually the 
other wedges become loose. A 


‘creeping’ rim is the result and the 


paint and the tire sticks to the rim. 


tightened up unevenly. This ends in 
what is referred to as a “wobbly” 
tire and the tread is worn down pre- 
maturely. At other times, motorists 
pound both the rim and the tire 
with a hammer to get the rim off 
or on. The pounding of the rim 
doesn’t do any particular harm, un- 
leas it bends the rim, but every blow 
on the tire may cause a fabric 
break and that is very serious, 
“Rusty rims are dangerous be- 
Cause they corrode tubes, make it 
hard to change tires and sometimes 
result in ‘freezing on’ of the tire. 
Rims should be cleaned at least 
once every six months. Ordinary 
paint sometimes placed on the rims 
ufter the cleaning process is not 
good practice inasmuch as the heat 
generated by the tives melts the

In cases where the gearset has 
fallen out of alignment, where the 
shafts have been sprung, the unsus- 
pecting car owner may replace 
broken gears in vain. The sha‘ts 
are still out of line and it will be 
only a short time before the old 
familiar trouble will be in full 
swing again. 

The only thing on earth that 
keeps the poor, crude old gearset 
performing its hard task is lubrica- 
tion, plentiful and correct in quali- 
ty. The car owner should note 
that oil ig the proper lubricant for 
the gearset and not grease, as used 
to be thought. When crease is 
used, the gears cut paths in the 
semisolid lubricant and thereafter 
revolve in the air. In summer a 
somewhat heavier oil may be used, 
because the heat thins the lubricant 
somewhat and in winter the cold 
tends to congeal the thinner cil. 
Three times a season or every 1000 
miles of running, it is well to drain 
the transmission case, flush it out 
with kerosene and then refill it with 
fresh oil. There is alwavs a cer- 
tain amount of fine metallic powder 
ground off by gears and this de- 
stroys the value of the lubricant, 
hence the need for periodic changes. 

There is no telling what form the 
ultimate gearset will take. Probably 
none of the types with which we are 
familiar will have that honor. With- 
in the past year or so there has ap- 
peared a hydraulic gearset, which 
certainly seems to offer possibility

INFLUENCE OF SIMPLICITY. 


Recognizing the influence of sim- | 


plicity.in construction on the life, 
durability and economy of their 
product, automotive engineers of the 
world are now directing their efforts 
along this line. One of the big rea- 
sons assigned for standardization in 
construction during the war period 
was to bring about simplicity. It is 
conceded that the more complex and 
involved the mechanism is the great- 
er opportunity for wear there is pre- 
sented, and wear brings about noisy 
motors, necessitating replacements 
to overcome this unpleasantness. 
Among the examples of perfected 
simplification in engineering, the 
engine used in the eight-cylinder Ap- 
person car has been cited frequent- 
ly. “A number of years ago the Ap- 
person Eros. Automobile Company 
succeeded in building an efficient 
eight-cvlinder engine,” said Harris 
M. Hanshue, manager of the factory 
branch in Los Angeles, “and since 


then all energies have been directed 
toward bringing about simplicity. 
“In the Apperson there are three 
fundamental principles that make 
for simplicity. One of these is the 
use of the thermo-syphon system for 
cooling. Lack of water pumps re- 
quires the use of only two timing 
gears instead of a complicated as- 
sembly of gears or sprockets and 
chains, which must be replaced fre- 
quently, while with the thermo-sy- 
phon the cooling is more nearly per- 
fect and uniform. The valves oper- 
ate direct from a single camshaft, 
thereby eliminating the need for a 
triggerboard. Without a trigger- 
board there are no rockerarms to get 
noisy and demand replacement. The 
lower connecting rod bearings are 
placed side by side on the crank- 
shaft pin. This insures direct lu- 
brication and permits of adjustment 
instead @ necessitating complete re- 
placerrent of the bearings, as is the 


case when forked connecting rods 
ore used.“

The importatice of the motor 
truck as a transportation unit is be- 
ing recognized more every day by 
Southern California shippers. When 
the Pacific Sewer Pipe Company ob- 
tained a contract for a large quan- 
tity of pipe to be delivered at Six- 
ty-firet and South Main streets, Los 
Angeles, one of the first problems 
that arose was the question of trans- 
portation.

Hawkins is now engaged in 
the work and with a single Mack 
truck of a rated capacity of three 
and one-half tons and two trailers 
he has hauled as high as nineteen 
tons of sewer pipe on one trip.

GOVERNMENT CONTRACT.

Government Ways Useful in 
Selecting Drivers. 


Examinations may be Adapted 
to Commercial Use.. 


Truck Driver Should be Given 
Simple Test. 


The selection of a driver for the 
motor truck is an important item 
to be considered by all owners who 
are not also operators. Owners 
may learn a good deal in this con- 
nection from methods used by the 
government, as the examinations 
given all applicants may be adapted 
to commercial usage without se- 
rious difficulty, in the opinion of 
Leo Kelley, of the Gates-Kelley Au- 
tomotive Company, distributors for 
the All-American truck. 

The Motor Transport Corps se- 
cured $2,550 truck drivers for mili- 
tary service and the matter in which 
it was done makes interesting read- 
ing to all commercial truck users. 
Many truck owners have learned to 
their sorrow, says Kelley, that it is 
not a good business proposition to 
hire a truck driver unless he is first 
given some sort of simple test which 
will prove beyond doubt whether or 
not he is capable to take sole charge 
of and responsibility for a piece of 
mechanism valued anywhere be- 
tween $1000 and $6000. 

With these problems to solve the 
government evolved a plan which 
worked out very satisfactorily. The 
Plan divided the tests into two 
parts; an oral examination and an 
actual test in driving under all con- 
Gitions. It would not be difficult for 
commercial truck owners to adopt 
phases of the actual test easily. The 
actual testing was conducted as fol- 
lows: The scorer instructs the driver 
to take the truck up to post 1, which 
ig the start. He drives along a level 
road to post 2 and turns off on a 
short curved road to post d at the 
end of the curve. He must then back 
up to post 2 on the same straight- 
away road, on the other end of 
which is located post 4. This short 
preliminary run indicates whether 
the recruit can drive at all. 

After the recruit has backed up to 
post 2 at the end of the short curved 
road he must proceed to post 4 at 
the far end of the straightaway and 
then turn to the left and enter the 
large S or reverse curve section, 
which ig outlined by means of ver- 
ticle posts or stakes set ten feet 
apart along the edge of the road. 
He is instructed to drive through the 
reverse curve at whatever speed the 
regards as most suitable. To ob- 
tain a perfect score he must not 
stop his truck, drive it in a jerky, 
irregular manner or knock down any 
of the stakes. The remainder of 
the course in training consists of 
more difficult feats which call for 
exact stopping, backing in semi- 
circles, turning around, etc., which 
must be done without stalling the 
engine.

[LITTLE CHANGE 
FOR SPORTSMEN 


Game Laws in General Stand 
About as Heretofore. — 


Sports a District” is 
Most Interesting. 


Fish, Game Commisson has 
Figured Out Seasons. 

Guessing on the new game laws 
just now is the leading indoor sport 
; wherever two of our tidy little army 
of licensed hunters are gathered to- 
gether long enough to talk of gun- 
ning in the lack of anything alive 
to pursue at present. Regulations 
governing shooting are now become 
of primesi importance to sportsmen, 
who realize 
before that their 
members call for most careful con- 
servation. Wherefore has developed 
he most valuable spirit of co-opera- 
,tion with the State authorities 
charged therewith, showing itseif in 
daily “tipping off" of violators, and 
a decided change in public senti- 
ment supporting the protection of 
fish and game by wise laws well en- 
forced. Men who used to boast of 
“pustin®’ the law” are often its 
stanchest supporters nowadays, 
while the fellow so depraved that 
he brags of beating his law-abid- 
ting brethren by dodging the game 
wardens is becoming as rare as 
the Dodo, which, naturalists will 
recall, perished from this earth be- 
cause of utter lack of brains. So the 
aus to regulate the rod and gun 
are become of ever greater interest, 
now that the very great majority 
in 60 faith expects to obey them 
and “take the medicine,” even if 
here and there the dose secms bit- 
ter, and ill-adapted to local condi- 
tions of the disease. 

Keeping in daily touch with Com- 
inissioner Newbert, who is “on the 
firing linc” before the Legisiature 
at Sacramento, the southern office 
of the fish and game board has re- 
ceived a few bills which have been 
passed by both houses and received 
the approval of Gov. William D. 
Siephons, whose support of Sate 
and sane conservation“ has been very 
gratifying to all far-sighted sports- 
mer, 

In sketching the probabilities of 
the new laws, the Fish and Game 
Commission prefaces its announce- 
ments by stating that until the bills 
have all been disposed of nothing 
definite can be set down excepting 
in a few cases where there is lit- 
tle difference of opinion. The func- 
tion of the Fish and Game Com- 
mission is to enforce, and not to 
make, the laws; it can only suggest 
and recommend. There has been 
a disposition by each suc- 


opinion of the State conservation au- 
thorities upon the needs of the va- 
rious species and sections for special 
protection, but differences of opin- 
ion are unavoidable in a legislative 
body of 120 members, acted upon 
by all manner of local influences; 
‘and these occasionally reflect them- 
by unfortunate 


measures. For these, only the men 


responsible should be held to an- 


swer, the conservation suthorities 
often being blamed for concitions 
whegeby they become the chief, or 
me rmediate sufferers. 

- The forecast made at the conven- 
ing of the Levislature ater the re- 
cess, that in general the laws goy- 
erning sportsmen would thow re- 
inforcement and brating-up of 
puints found week, rather than any 
radical changes, appears well borne 
out in the closing days of the ses- 
sion of 1919. Signing of Senator 
Gates s bill, No. 642, makes it pos- 
sible to forecast the general game- 
bird seasons accurately at this early 
date, which is three months sooner 
than sportsmen ever before have had 
any definite assurance concerning 
the regulations under which they 
were to operate, 

No changes were made in the 
duck, goose, snipe or mudhen laws, 
which conform to the Federal mi- 
gratory bird regulations, as hereto- 
fore. This continues the closed-sea- 
son protection on rail, wood ducks, 
wild pigeon and all shore birds ex- 


' Quail and cottontail or brush rab- 
bits remain as now. opening No- 
vernber 15 and closing January 31. 


Whether the greatly-desired Octo- 


ber 15-December 31 season for the 
special Owens Valiey district is now 
a legislative possibility seeme very 
doubtful, Valley, desert and moun- 
tain quail are grouped together in 
the law, as heretofore, excepting in 
the extreme north, a September 
opening on the mountain variety is 
provided.

The tremendous part the racing 
game has played in the advance of 
the motor-car industry is little ap- 
preciated by the majority. Auto- 
inobile racing is and has long been 
j universally recognized us a clean, 
thrilling and red-blooded sport. Its 
existence would be justified from 
that angle alone. But when it is 
considered and fully appreciated as 
a vital factor in the lite and 
progress of the automotive industry 
its existence has been more than 
justified, it has been made indis- 
pensable. 

Just as the great European war 
has been a means for perfecting and 
practicalizing the airplane by pro- 
viding more strenuous tests and ex- 
acting service than peace flying 
would have ever made possible, so 
has auto racing provided a means 
of perfecting the _ self-propelled 
land vehicle. No automobile could 
possibly be subjected to such tests 
in regular use as is the racing car 
in few laps of a race course at maxi- 
mum speed. Every part of the car 
1 taxed to the last degree and no 
weak part will remain unrevealed. 
It has been on the race track that 
[the fallacy or the wisdom of any 
particular design or method of con- 
struction has been proven. 

Practically all the features in- 
corporated in the present-day stock 
ear were first introduced in the non- 
stock car of the race track. Practi- 
ally speaking. the racing car has 
Awavs been years in advance of the 
regular stock models. We hear 
many people say, “racing cars are 
not stock cars so the outcome of |. 
2 race does not mean anything.“ 
Here is the fallacy of such reason- 
ing—if all raging cars were strictly 
stock cars, what chance would there 
be for improving stock design? The 
fact that most racing creations are 
not strictly stock cars has been one 
of the biggest factors in the ad- 
vance and perfection of the self- 
propelled’ vehicle. The features 
that we see in today’s racing car, 
we will likely find in next year’s 
stock car. 

At Indianapolis in 1911 a new 
idea was tried, first as a nonstock 
design and then incorporated as a 
standard feature. 1 refer to the 
Stutz rear system which made its 
debut on the Hoosier track in that 
year. Harry Stutz built a racing 
car and entered it in the race for 
the sole purpose of testing the Stutz 
rear system. The performance of

It was years in being de- 
veloped and years being tried and 
tested on the race track. Not until 
it was proven to be superior was it 
incorporated in the stock car. Thus 
the dual valve design was first tried 
and proven as a nonstock design be- 
fore it ever appeared in a stock car.

Making Drug Addicts. 


HE use of habit-forming drugs, other 


than alcohol, is a grave menace, al- 
though it receives little attention. 


In the Journal of the American Medical 
Association for ber 12, 1918, Dr. W. H. 
Bates, M.D., quot a Red Cross surgeon as 
making the astounding admission that he 
wae responsible for producing the drug habit 
in 10,000 soldiers, and he added that every 
physician at the front had done the same 
Dr. Bates went on to describe a suggestive 
method of producing anesthesia. 


Morphine and other anesthetic drugs are 
all too freely used by physicians, even to 
relieve slight pain. Pain is a beneficent 
warning of nature. It should only be sup- 
pressed when it becomes unbearable and 
then, if possible, by other methods than the 
use of drugs that may form a habit. 

A great majority of drug “fiends” have 
begun their downward careers with a physi- 
clan's prescription. 

I know a few physicians who will not ad- 
minister morphine, but unfortunately they 
are a small minority. 

It is a well-known fact that many physi- 
cians are vietims of the morphine habit.

While 
she was ill, her father died of pnetvmonia. 
She told me that his physician gave him 
eight different kinds of medicines. All she 
had was a little brandy. No other drugs at 
all. With this treatment she recovered, 
and with drug treatment her father died.

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ORE sheer bunk has been written 
about the “Art of Camouflage,” as 
it is invariably called, than about 
anything else in the service. The 

eading publications of the country fell for 

it. There was more camouflage about 

camouflage than the public can ever pos- 

sibly know, and it is doubtful now if most 
people would believe the truth. 

The word camouflage originated in the 

French theater a few years ago. It had to 
do with the “make-up” tricks of the trade. 
Later, as the guns, caissons and other war 
equipment were made up and painted for the 
parts they were to play in the big tragedy, 
it was said that they were being camou- 

. flaged, 

Because the French government in the 
early days of the war assigned a lot of ar- 
tists to carry out some experiments in the 
protective coloration of war materials, the 
word camouflage came to be associated in 


the minds of the public with art. The popu- - 


ler illusion got its start and grew into fan- 
tastic beliefs. The motion pictures showed 
us big guns made up like barber poles and 
plunging in and out of caves piled over with 
brush and leaves. We saw trains flickering 
by with every car looking like a cubist paint- 
ing and the engine a riot of zigzag splotches. 

There was always someone in the seat 
right beside us who had a friend who had a 
cousin in the British army and who took 
particular pains to whisper in a hoarse rasp 
carrying fifteen feet in every direction that 
the camouflage the motion pictures got was 
only “joke stuff” for public consumption. 
The Allies weren’t taking any chances on 
having some spy see the real thing and 
wireless the information back through 
Mexico, South America and Milwaukee to 
Berlin. 

The war correspondents and magazine 
writers more than did their share to whoop 
up the mystery. Apparently, what they 
didn’t know about camouflage didn't bother 
them a bit. They picked up a few crumbs 
of information and rumor, a lot of misinfor- 
mation, and their tmaginations supplied the 
rest.

“When booze goes out, candy will come in- 
to ite own,” said W. K. Louis, secretary of 
the Western Confectioners’ Association. He 
added: “There is a chemical affinity be 
tween the two.” There is, indeed. 

“Good-by booze; hello fudge,” said Har- 
per J. Randsburg, secretary of the National 
Associated Manufacturers. 

“The candy jag is due to replace the alco- 
holie variety,” according to Frederick W. 
Murphy, M.D. And he adds that prohibition 
will make it compulsory for every one to use 
dome other form of stimulant. ~ 


A correspondent writes: 

“The American people are now a nation of 
dyspeptics. What will they be twenty years 
hence, if they persist in consuming large 
quantities of sugar? Sugar everywhere— 
sweet cakes, ice cream, root beer, etc., etc., 
stare you in the face on every side. 

“No grocery should be permitted to sell 
sweet cakes or candy. If you send a child to 
a store for a loaf of bread it sees candy 
and wants it. If it goes to purchase some- 
thing for lunch, at school, it is either cakes, 
or candy, or pie. Always sweets, sweets, 
sweets in everything.” | 

To this I add that candy saloons should 
follow the liquor saloons. 

Even in “health food stores” you can't get 
a cracker free of adulteration with sugar. 

Following appeared several months ago in 
an Associated Press dispatch: 

“Dr. Lou J. Pint, former State bactertol- 
ogist, and at present connected with the re- 
search laboratory of the University of Ch. 
cago, told the Chicago Medical Society that 
the influenza epidemic was mainly caused 
by the present war diet, and especially by 
the curtaflment usual consumption of 
sugar.” 

The statement aie sugar is almost the 
most foolish pronunciamento of “medical 
science” that I have yet read. 

Another news item stated that influenza 
victims would be allowed to use more sugar. 
So much the worse for them. 

Yet another Informed us that American 
soldiers in France said they did not care for 
alcohol so long as they could eat plenty of 
candy. Of course not. Refined cane sugar 
—especially when mixed with starch—forms 
alcohol in the stomach, so that, as I have 

heretofore pointed out, many ardent prohi- 
bitionists are perambulating distilleries. 

Not only that, but refined cane sugar, a 
starvation food, lacking the mineral ele- 
ments of which it has been deprived, imme- 
diately proceeds to attack and absorb those 
in the blood. 

Refined cane sugar is a most prolific cause 
of disease, causing fermentation and gas, 
aud rendering the blood acid. 

‘Therefore, refined 
harmful than a little alcohol taken in a 
‘natural way, in the shape of ligtit wigs. or 
beer, or whisky and water. 

Not that you need take it in either way. 
if, however, you will take alcoholic stimu- 
lant, don’t choose candy, or any other form 
of sugar, except the natural grape sugar in 
fruits; or the natural cane sugar in roots, 
unrefined, and accompanied by the mineral 
elements in the foods. 

Writing on this subject, J. H. Tilden, M.D., 
says: 

“There is a wonderful difference between 

sugar—cane and granulated sugar—bet ween 

beet, a potato, grapes, an orange, a lemon, 

nh apple, corn or whole wheat, and granulat- 
ed sugar notwithstanding sugar can be made 
from the starch contained in each of these 
items of food. 

“Refined sugar is not found in nature and 
for man to supply himself legitimately with 
this stimulant, he is compelled to digest 
foods containing sugar. Sugar is no more 
legitimately a food than is alcohol. 

“Sugar leaves nothing; it builds not; it 
does not carry an atom into the body any 
more than alcohol does. It is a stimulant, 
and is followed by depression. It enervates, 
and by using up nerve energy it lowers re- 
sistance, and slows up secretions and excre- 
tions, in the course of time bringing about 
toxemia, When toxemia is established we 
are ‘weak, tired and nonenergetic.’ Alcohol 
does the same, but more pronouncedly, be- 
“ause more rapid and profound in its action. 

roth lead to tuberculosis, and to rheuma- 

ism in the gouty subject. The early de-

“Oatmeal mish, or other cooked breakfast 
toods, dressed with sugar and milk, or 
cream, are the greater offenders. Anyone 
desiring to prove or disprove the truth of 
this statement may do so by proscribing 
sugar with the breakfast foods and prescrib- 
ing the dry breakfast foods, or thoroughly 
toasted bread and butter, eaten dry and 
thoroughly masticated, then followed with 
whole milk. 


It starches are thoroughly mouthed— 
“mixed with saliva—the digestive organs can 
manufacture all the sugar required. Where 
the system craves sugar, and there is ap 
abnormal appetite, with gas distention and 
constipation, rapid eating, alded with drink- 
ing of water or other fluids, is the cause. 

“Sugar cannot be stored in the body; only 
glycogen can be stored in the liver and 
muscles. Sugar beyond the needs of the 
system is excreted by the kidneys. Sugar 
inhibits starch “digestion, and when the 
sugar habit is great, starchy foods ferment 
and create thirst, which, if indulged, works 
the kidneys overtime, diverting fluids from 
the intestines and causing const{pation. 

“In subjects predisposed to diabetes, the 
sugar-eating habit will develop it. 

“Sugar is the cause of obesity. Instead of 
the excess of fluid intake caused by sugar, 
leaving the body by way of the kidneys re- 
sulting in poverty of flesh, the excess water 
is stored in the body, causing obesity, or 
water logging of the tissues. When serious 
membranes are predisposed to take on de- 
generative inflamniation and dropsical exu- 
dation, sugar favors or hastens the change. 

“A child may be overheated with sugar. 
If the oversupply is kept up, cold, clammy 
feet and hands will follow, and the digestion

Thenceforward her object in life was in 
breaking up the gangs of men who lived on 
the earnings of women. She was successful 
in breaking up some half a dozen of such 
alliances.

After the separation a_num- 
ber of the latter's friends threatened to do 
for Jeanne for her share in rescuing 
Blanche. 


One evening Jeanne and Blanche met at 
a roadside resort, and after a time went 
into a back room to retire.

’ the girls called in the proprietor to fix it,

Jeanne was already in bed while 
Blanche was sitting on the edge of the bed 
unlacing her shoes; she stooped down to 
untie a refractory knot in the lace when a 
bullet whizzed past her head and lodged in 
Jeanne, who died a few minutes later. 

No trace of the murderer was ever found, 
although Barrette was suspected for a time, 
as he had known the dead girl; but nothing 
Was ever proved against him and the case 
was dropped.

Another well known Los Angeles char- 
acter was Willlam Money—accent on the 
last syllable, please—a Scotchman who came 
to the southern city in 1843. Money, how- 
ever, claimed that he was there in 1841 and 
to substantiate his claim said that in the 
winter of 1841 and 1842 he repaired the 
roof of the Plaza Church for which he re- 
ceived the sum of $126. 


Tt was said that he originally came as the 
servant of a rich man who sought the salu- 
brious alr of the Southland and from whom 
he no doubt copied his manners and eccen- 
tricities.

1 woman, who later divorced him, subsequent- 


ly marrying a Frenchman. [It was her 


daughter who killed Chico Forster. 


Money was a doctor, artist, writer and 
philosopher and eccentric in the extreme. 
He wrote numerous volumes which he pub- 
lished at his own expense, weighty tomes 
which filled many rooms. Besides his be- 
forementioned activities Money aspired to 
found a great religious sect and publicly 
proclaimed himself bishop, deacon and de- 
fender of the Reformed New Testament 
Church of the Faith of Jesus Christ. He 
was opposed to all orthodox churches, and 
it is said even tried to convert his Spanish 
neighbors to his way of belief but without 
success. They were perfectly willing to 
consult him as a physician when their bodies 
were sick, but preferred their own padres 
in the case of the soul. 

Among his writings was a medical book 
entitled “California Medical Instructor” 
which contained no less than three different 
medical systems and consisted of 200 pages 
and fifty plates of the human body. This 
was no doubt the second book published in 
Los Angeles. He removed to San Gabriel 
where he lived in a queerly constructed 
house of adobe and died there in 1890. His 
books and papers were lost. n

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Emperor Norton. 


N THE early days of California's history 
men flocked to the State from every 
point of the compass. At that time it 
was a wild, new territory and attracted, 

along with its train of home seekers, men 
as uncivilized and untamed as the coun- 
try itself. Gamblers, adventurers, men, who 
for divers reasons sought to hide their 
identity, and what better place in which 
to start a new life than California the mys- 
_ terious, away out there at the other end of 
a practically unexplored country? 

Many of the men who came to the State 
uin those days were eccentrfe in some way, 
either their dress, speech or actions were 
different from their fellows and the crude 
wits of the mining camp were quick to take 
advantage of their idiosyncrasies and to be- 
stow names upon them more or less appro 
priate, and strangely enough these names 
stuck. Genealogy in those days was never 
thought ot; almost any name passed muster. 

The mining camps were not the only 
places that had their. quota of strange, odd 
characters; the cities had their men and 
women different from their fellows, as well. 
Characters strange, droll, even tragic. 

Perhaps the best known of these eccen- 
trics was Joshua Norton, an English Jew, 
who came to San Francisco in 1847 or 1848. 
For many years he was a successful mer- 
chant in that city, and at one time was 
buying partner for three or four mercantile 
houses in the interior of the State: and 
was looked upon as a man of exceptional 
business ability. 

Norton went to smash in an endeavor to 
“corner” rice, which in the early days was 
a favorite staple with those who wished to 
get rich quick. He bought up all the rice 
obtainable in San Francisco, then sent 
abroad for more. When the latter arrived 
he could not pay for the shipment and a law- 
suit was the result. During the progress of 
the trial he suddenly went insane. 


He Became an Emperor 
in His Own Mind. 

S HE was never violent or 

was allowed to go at large. 
veloped magnificent ideas of being the Em- 
peror of California and Protector of 
Mexico.” After losing his mind his sole 
purpose in life was to see that his “sub- 
jects” were well and kindly ruled and that 
his domain was in a prosperous condition. 
He even offered to marry the daughter of 
the man who had shipped him the rice, 
and making her coruler of the State, her 
title to be “Empress of California.” 

He held a high opinion of the authority 
vested in him by reason of his self appoint- 
ment to high places, and proudly claimed to 
have been the man who settled the differ 
ences between France and Germany in 
1870; also to have been instrumental in 
bringing about peace in the war between 
the North and the South. At Intervals he 
bestowed some high sounding title upon 
himself, or gravely accepted some mythical 
honer. At one time he claimed to be the 
crown prince of the throne of France, 

His suit consisted of a navy blue coat, 
cut military style and lavishly trimmed with 


fing 
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brass buttons, the shoulders adorned with 


heavy epaulets; a pair of tight trousers; «a 


military cap, or on state occasions, a silk 
hat trimmed with brass ornaments and wav- 
ing plumes. His boots were invariably sev- 
eral sizes too large. He lived in San Fran- 
cisco which city he picturesquely termed 
the “Queen of the Pacific.” At various 
times he took trips over the State, which 
were always free, as every one humored the 
harmiess old man. He invariably went to 
Sacramento on legislative winters and knew 
every one from the Senators to the pazes. 

He always carried a number of check 
books belonging to different banks and 
when in need of money gravely wrote out a 
check and presented it to some accommo- 
dating friend who would cash it for him. 
Besides this, many of the San Francisco 
Jews took care of him. When he felt in the 
mood to issue a proclamation to his subjects 
he repaired to the office of a local paper 
and the obliging editor published it. 


Emperor was Subjected 


to Indignity But Once. 


NLY once in his long career did the 
“Emperor” get. into trouble and that 
was in January, 1867, when some one had 
him arrested for larceny and he suffered 
the ignominy of spending the night in jail. 
He appeared in court the next morning 
wrapped in a mantle of dignity, and re- 
ceived the apologies of the presid ding judge, 
who happened to know him. He seemed to 
feel only contempt for his accuser. He re- 
ceived his discharge immediately and was 
returned a small sum of money and several 
small articles taken from his pockets. He 
signed the police register: Norton, Em- 
peror of the United States and Protector of 
he departed company with his Chinese 
servant upon whom he had bestowed the 
title of “Grand Chamberlain of the Palace.” 
Most of his days were passed on the 
streets seeing to it that the police did their 
duty, and that the laws of the city were be 
ing properly administered and enforced. 
He was a good conversationalist and an 
omnivorous reader. He had access to all 
the public libraries and was more than or- 
dinarily posted on general topics and was 
particularly fond of history and science. In 
the evenings he either attended a theater 


listener. 

He died in San Francisco, the city he 
loved so well, January 8, 1880. He dropped 
on the street and never regained conscious 
ness. 


The Old Negress, 
“Mammy Pleasant.” 


NOTHER well known character in and 

around the Bay City was Mammy 
Pleasant, as she was familiarly known, 
whose title to fame arose from her connec- 
tion with Sara Aletha Terry in the latter’s 
weil known suit against the late Senator 
Sharon. 

“Mammy” Pleasant was born in Phila- 
delphia, August 12, 1814. Her maiden name 
was Mary E. Williams; her father was a 
Kanaka and her mother a Loulsana ne- 
gress. At 6 years of age she was placed 


with a family named Huessey who took her 


to Boston where she later married James 
W. Smith, a wealthy Cuban planter. Smith 
was a personal friend of Garrison Phillips 
and other well-known abolitionists. He died 
in 1844 after binding his wife to do all that 
lay in her power toward freeing the slaves. 
He left her a fortune of $45,000. In 1848 she 
married John J. Pleasant who had been an 
overseer on her husband's estate. 

Shortly after their marriage they came to 
California around the Horn. On the day of 
her arrival she was offered the sum of $500 
if she would accept the position of cook for 
one of Call fornia's wealthy merchants and 
mine owners. She declined the offer and 
opened a select boarding-house on Washing- 
ton street. Many of San Francisco's leading 
business men boarded with her, among them 
being Sharon, Newton Booth, Broderick, 
Terry and many others. 


Mammy Pleasant Was 
John Brown's Backer. 


N 1858 she returned to the Bast where 
she met John Brown at Chatham, Canada. 
She gave Brown $30,000 for the purpose of 
conducting his famous raid and was much 
disappointed ai the outcome. She always 


Having completed this formality | 


1210 that the raid oot have been a sue 
cess if Brown had not been so hasty. 
Returning to San Francisco she became 
involved in many litigations among the 
upper classes and played a prominent part 
in their histories. The superstitious 
claimed that she practiced voodoo rights, 
at any rate she exerted a strange influence 
over many people. She lived in the Bell 
mansion on Octavia street, known as the 
“House of Mystery” for twenty-five years. 
Perhaps her most prominent role was that 


of champion and protector of the unfortu- 


nate Sara Aletha Hill in her famous law- 
suit against Senator Sharon. She backed 
Miss Hill in this fight for many thousands 
of dollars, and when the Senator died took 
care of the unfortunate woman until she 


went insane and then, reluctantly, had her 


confined in an asylum at Stockton. 

Whatever may be said against Mammy 
Pleasant by her enemies, and she had not a 
few, one quality in her stood out pre- 
eminently and that was her intense loyalty 
to her friends; that quality alone redeemed 
many of her shortcomings. 

Mammy Pleasant died in San Francisco 

at the home of a*friend where she had been 
—— after her departure from the Bell 
mansion, January, 1904. 


Poor Zip, — 
Monkey's F 


F ALL California’s eccentric characters 

perhaps the most tragic was Zip, who 
was bofn an idiot and as near a monkey in 
face and form as a human being can get, but 
without any of that sagacious animal's in- 
telligence. It was claimed that his mother, 
a circus rider, bad been frightened by a 
monkey before his birth. 

After his motber’s death showmen used to 
exhibit him at North Beach resorts as the 
“Missing Link.” They covered him with a 
coat of tar and pitch and confined him in a 
cage and then prodded him with sticks for 
the crowd to see him snap and growl. Final- 
ly the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children took a hand in the matter and 
had Zip removed to a poor farm where he 
remained for twenty-eight years. He was 
so helpless that a special keeper had to be 
provided for him; in every way he was on 
the plane of the lowest animal, speaking 
but few words and these very indistinctly. 

He was passionately fond of music and 
bright colors and had some sort of an in- 
stinct for remembering those who had been 
kind to him. He was easily angered and in 
a fit of rage was almost uncontrollable. He 
had @ great horror of rats and at the sight 
of one would almost go into convulsions. 
He had a great love for liquor and would 
get hopelessly drunk whenever opportunity 
presented itself. His greatest pleasure was 
in driving out in a small cart drawn by a 
pair of Great Dane dogs; at this time he 
wore a soldier's uniform and cap some one 
presented him and of which he was extreme- 
ly proud. 

Zip died of tuberculosis of the lungs in 
his early 30%. At an autopsy performed 
after his death at which were present a 
number of doctors who had taken an in- 
terest in his strange case, it was found that 
his brain did not consist of three layers as 
is usual, but of one dense mass. His brain 
was also much underweight as it only 
weighed fourteen ounces, while that of the 
average male brain is from forty-bight to 
fifty ounces, not considering the occasional 
exceptional cases. 

The Charlie Chaplin . 
of Other Days. 


OBERT MACAIRE, otherwise known as 

the “Dandy of Market Street” was an- 
other of San Francisco's eccentric charac 
ters. He earned his title because of the fact 
that while his clothes were mere rags, and 
the wonder of all who saw him how he man- 
aged to keep them on his person, neverthe- 
less he always wore a frock coat buttoned 
tightly over his chest, and in the button hole 
was invariably a fresh bouquet; his shoes, 
several sizes too large, covered nearly sock- 
less feet, and he never appeared in 
public without an eye glass, through which 
he oled the ladies as he shuffled down his 
favorite thoroughfare of an afternoon after 
a matinee. 

He wore such an air of shabby gentility 
that one was strongly reminded of the im- 
mortal Micawaber, “who had seen better 
days.“ Oncé seen wearing his rags with 
such a gallant air, as though they were the 
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choicest of broadcloth he was never teen 


ten. He died many years aco. 

Edward Awley was known the 
northern part of the State as the “Silent 
Man of Calaveras,” because he never spoke 
unless it wag absolutely necessary and then 
in the briefest manner possible. The land- 


lord of the hotel where he boarded for years 


had never heard him speak more than a 
dozen words. He was never seen in com- 
pany and was always home in the evenings. 
He, no doubt, would have made the ideal 
husband! 

He wore his hair long and affected an ec- 
centric manner of dress. He tived for six 
years in the same town and in all that time 
only three people knew his real name. He 
was found dead in bed, supposedly from 
heart failure, at Santa Rosa where he made 
his home, June 26, 1888. After his death 
his room was searched and brought to light 
twelve gold watches and $17 in money. He 
was a native of Norway. 


The Eventful Career of 
Calamity Jane. 


“es MITY JANE,” 5 another well known 
character, died in South Dakota in 
1903. She lead a tempestuous life finally 
bringing up in the divorce court where 
Judge Gibson turned her children over to 
their father. The scene she made on that 
occasion war not forgotten for many years. 
She fled the country and for ten years was 
not heard of. At the end of that time she 
communicated with friends saying she had 
written a book, dealing with her many ex- 
periences and was soing to tour the West 
with it. 
“Calamity Jane's” maiden ‘name was 
Martha Canary and she was born in Prince- 
ton, Mo., in 1852. Her mother died while 


she was still a child and the father moved 


with his family to Virginia City, Nev., in 
1862; while living there the family were 
separated by Indian hostilities. At 15 Jane 
was thrown on her.own resources and be- 
ing a young woman of unusual courage and 
darin she became a scout under Gen. 
Crook. From that time her lite was full 
of thrills and narrow escapes. It is said 
that in her early days in Deadwood she 


served on the vigilance committee and took 


an active part in all the lynchings. 


Mrs. Helena Gumbel, the “Woman of Dis- 
appointments,” lived a troubled career in 
San Francisco for sixty or seventy years. 
She was of German origin, with a dark com- 
plexion and slumbering dark eyes. She 
wore a man’s discarded dress coat over a 
short skirt of gray flannel; her feet were en- 
cased in woolen slippers. On her head was 
a black hood pulled well down over her face 
and tied under her chin. She hobbled 
about the streets by means of a cane. She 
was a resident of Hunt street in the 
early '50’s. 

She had a varied matrimonial experience, 
having been married no less than three 
times, and had been left considerable prop- 
erty, but being of a credulous nature she 
was easily imposed upon, and was from time 
to time induced by unscrupulous persons to 
sign her property away until in her old age 
she had practically nothing left. 

Then, too, she became involved in litiga- 
tions and lawsuits which always ended die- 
astrously for her until she became soured 
and embittered, although her disposition 
was naturally kind and charitable and often 
she performed little Kindnesses for those 
less fortunate than herself. For years she 
led a hermit’s life at her home on Leaven- 
worth street, that remained to her of her 
once ne holdings. After a lifetime of dis- 
appointments she died December 26, 1891. 


The Man Who Kept Everyone

Size of Eggs. 

Wm. A. S. of Pomona, writes as follows: 

“What causes my hens to lay small esas, or 
smaller than they used to lay’ They are 
not pullets. Is there a remedy?” 
Food and feeding have an influence on the 
size of eggs, but this is not the only factor. 
Physical condition also has an influence— 
if the birds are kept active, either by means 
of scratching pens or free range, the eggs 
are usually of larger size than those from. 
hens more or less idle or subject to close 
confinement. Good feeding of course af- 
fects the physical condition, hence its im- 
portance; if this is about correct, and the 
birds have the proper exercise, the eggs 
should be of normal size for the particular 
breed and variety.

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Safeguarding Water. 


ORE than ten million forest tree seed- 

lings were planted on western water- 
sheds last year by the United States for- 
est service, whose thought for the future 
water supply of communities west of the 
Rockies will be appreciated when these 
trees serve their purpose in the conserva- 
tion of moisture. Some 732 western cities 
and towns depend on national forests for 
their water supply. In the Southwest ag- 
ricultural industries are largely dependent 
upon water originating in these same for 
ests. 


Notable work by the forest service in 
conserving water by tree planting is being 
done on the watershed of the Colorado, 
Green and Grand Rivers, which supply the 
Imperial, Palo Verde, San Pasqual, Salt 
River and other valleys in California and 
Arizona. The annual freshets in these riv- 
ers are being reduced and the steady flow 
increased by planting, diking and other 
measures. It is the aim of the service to 
make the mountains storage reservoirs for 
water, distributing as needed the flow so 
necessary for the life of the valleys. Every 
user of water which Originates in tlie na- 
tional forests must look to the forests for 


safeguarding his supply. 


Vale, Horse Meat. 
*_ APPEARS that the great American 


I 


ports that the slaughtering of horses for 
human consumption under the inspection 
of the health department of New York has 
been discontinued, putting six horse-meat 
markets out of business and giving a new 
lease of life to about thirty old, worn-out 
Dobbins each week—for that was the aver- 
age of consumption. Prime Hackney sir- 
loins brought 23 cents per pound, but horse 
chucks and rounds sold as low as 8 cents 
per pound, customers being chiefly from 
countries where horse meat has been used 
for years. The class of horse meat offered 
in many cases was not fit for consumption. 
It is felt that the experiment was not a 
success, not only because the class of 
horses offered were much below the aver- 
age for work horses, but because the Amer- 
ican standard of living is above that of 
countries in which horse meat is a staple 
of diet. 


Horses Still on Deck. 


ORSES are hardly maintaining their 
number on farms in this country, in 
consequence of the auto truck, the automo- 
bile, tractors and the needs of the war, and 
yet there are nearly as many in the country 
now as a year ago, according to the Bureau 
of Crop Estimates of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Furthermore, 
there are now one-third of a million more 
than at the beginning of the war. 
It was expected that the war would stam- 
pede the horse market in this country and 
would send prices high enough to rob the 


‘farms of a large number of much-needed 


work animals, but there was no such shock 
as was expected. From 1910 to 1915 horses 
on farms increased a little each year, usu- 
ally over 1 per cent., and since 1915 the 
increase of four years has apparently been 
over 300,000. The present total, according 
to the estimate, ig 21,534,000 horses. 


The exports of horses during the war to 
December 31, 1918, have been slightly more 
than 1 1,000,000; at the pre-war rate the nor- 
mal exports would have been about 120,000. 
As far as covered by domestic exports, the 
war made an extra demand on farmers for 
almost 900,000 horses. To this must be 
added the extra demand of the United 
States government. 


appetite is not ready for horse meat. { 
The United States Bureau of Markets re. 


By January 11, 4919, | tried 


the War Department had shipped overseas 
nearly 39,000 horses, and on November 2, 
1918, that department had in this country 
nearly 165,000 horses. 

The apparent figures of extra demand on 
the farmers of the United States by this 
country and the Allies for horses on ac- 
count of the war make a total of about 
1,100,000 horses in exports and in the serv- 
ice of the War Department. The actual 


and number is greater by the normal exports, 


and hence about 1,200,000 horses are indi- 
cated as the horse contribution of the farms 
to the war, not including private purchases 
of the War Department. 
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BETTER COTTON 
CAMPAIGN ON. 


Department of Agriculture experts, aided 
by the farm bureau agents throughout cot- 
ton producing countries, are devoting 
special attention at this time to the selec- 
tion of cotton seed with the view of better- 
ing the yield and quality of cotton. This 
campaign has extended to the Imperial, 
Salt River and Palo Verde valleys, where 
farm bureau agents are conducting seed 
selection demonstrations, 

The best varieties of short staple cotton 
produce from 20 to 40 per cent. more cotton 
than the poor varieties. With this idea 
in mind the selectors go through a field 
picking the largest and most shapely bolls 
from the most vigorous plants, taking care 
that every stalk thus selected for seed be 
similar in appearance and productive 
capacity to every other stalk. 


— 


WILL PLANT DATES. 
Walter C. Ficklin, a former Kerman resi- 
dent and now the owner of a considerable 
tract of land in Madera county, is preparing 
to plant a large number of date palms as 
one of the first commercial experiments to 
be conducted in the Middle San Joaquin 
Valley He has a number ‘of seedlings 
which have been raised on his place, a few 
secured from W. R. Nutting, who is the 
father of the experimental garden idea, and 
about twenty-five offshoots which were se- 
cured ffom the Indio section. Mr. Ficklin 
has also prepared to co-operate with the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
in he cultivation of a small tract of juju- 
bes, which have shown some possibilities in 
the San Joaquin Valley climate and which 
are related to the date family. It is be. 
lieved successful cultivation of the jujube 
in this country would open up a profitable 
market, now dominated with stock tmported 
from China.

GRAFTING WAX FORMULA.

“SEEING CALIFORNIA.” 

The great “Seeing-California” trip was 
started from the university grounds, the 
fleet of automobiles bearing the Farm Ad- 
visers and bureau directors leaving Berkeley 
at 1 o'clock p.m. The first part of the trip 
led through the Santa Cruz Mountains into 


Santa Cruz, where some of the poultry 
farms were inspected. The party visited 


the Rogers apple orchard in the Pajaro Val- 0 


ley the next morning, witnessing demon- 
strations in tree surgery, pruning, evapora- 
tion and bee pollination. This was followed 
by a meeting at Watsonville. The next 
stop was at the Elkhorn Ayrshire Dairy. 
The party then drove to Salinas, where a 
barbacue had been prepared in their honor. 
Gonzales, in Monterey county, was visited 
next, the party then driving on to Paso 
Robles for the night. 

The next morning (Friday) a brief stop 
was made at the Atascadero Colony on the 
way to San Luis Obispo, where the party 
gathered at the Courthouse to meet repre- 
sentative farmers of San Luis Obispo coun- 
ty, which as yet has no Farm Bureau or- 
ganization. Stopping for lunch at Santa 
Maria, the excursionists drove on to Santa 
Barbara, where they spent the night and 
in the evening a meeting was held

at the Belvedere Hotel for a discussion of 
the State Farm Bureau. 

Saturday morning the party went to Ven- 
tura, Where a meeting was held in the high 
school, Prof. Essig, Farm Adviser of Ven- 
tura county, gtving a talk on the agricul 
tural activities in tnat region. Ojai and the 
Limonera ranch were visited next, the trav- 
elers then being guests at lunch of the 
Women's Club at Santa Paula. This was 
followed by an insvection of the sugar fac 
tory at Oxnard. At Camarillo there was an 
interesting demonstration of seed-bed prep- 
aration, after which t e party started for 
Los Angeles, ceing met on the drive 
through the San Fernando Valley by Vol- 
ney H. Craig, president of the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau. 

ARRIVE IN LOS ANGELES. 

Monday morning, the conference pecon- 
vened at the Farm Advisers’ office in the 
Los Angeles county Courthouse, where J. K. 
Coit, Farm Adviser of Los Angeles county, 
briefly discussed the work which was befng 
carried on in this county. The excursion- 
ists then drove to the Hartsook ranch at 
Lankershim, where the Holstein cattle, 
Poland China hogs and Toggenburg goats on 
that place were inspected. The apricot 
orchard of W. F. Clarke was then visited. 
Robert W. Hodgson, Assistant Farm Ad- 
viser, explaining some pruning demonstra- 
tions which he is carrying on with various 
methods on that holding. The next stop 
was made at the ranch of James J. Jeffries 
at Burbank, the visitors being greatly in- 


terested in Mr. Jeffries’s concrete silos and 


his account of his success in raising Eureka 
ensilage. 

The party then left for the Santa Anita 
Rancho at Arcadia, where Mrs. Jessica Haz- 
zard, Home Demonstration. Agent of the 
Los Angeles County Farm Bureau, assisted 
by a committee of Farm Bureau members, 
had prepared an out-of-door lunch. After 
lunch, Mr. Taylor, superintendent of the 
ranch, told of the work that had been done 
by this ranch during the period of the war. 
This was followed by a welcome to the 
party by Secretary M. S. Rosecrans of the 
Los Angeles County Farm Bureau, Assist- 
ant Farm Adviser G. E. Gordon then gave a 
judging demonstration on horses, using 
some of the fine Percherons, thoroughbreds 
and Arabians of Mrs. Aya M. Baldwin's 
estate. At the ranch dairy farm, F. H.

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one under such conditions as are to be found 
in certain parts of Southern California, in 
cluding Imperial Valley. The University of 
Florida agricultural authorities state that ex- 
periments there lead them to believe that on 
good ground in that state Napier fodder will 
exceed that estimate. And an official weigh- 
ing test in Australia covering a growing sca 
son of five months, during which time the 


grass was cut five times, places the produc- 
tion of sixty tons. 

The handling of such heavy crops pre. 
sents a problem in itself, especially in view 
of the fact that the grass when cut in warm 
weather makes a zrowth of from one to se. 
eral inches each day. Napier grass when 
cut in comparatively small quantities last 
season on a ranch at Descanso, Cal., made 
excellent hay, sweet and pliable and excep- 
tionally attractive to stock, Since the stalks, 
though succulent and tender, are rather 
tnick even at the early stage at which the 
plant is cut for hay, several days are neces- 
sar) for drying, and it may prove that when 
‘ut it will have to be immediately hauled 
from the fleld to be cured on specially de- 
vised racks. 

When cut for silage this difficulty will be 
obviated, and it may be that Elephant grass 
will reach its highest usefulness as a silage 
crop. Napier ensilage made in a barrei at 
Descanso last summer was eaten with even 
more than the ordinary relish in the winter 
by hogs. For this purpose the plant is al- 
lowed to mature slightly longer than when 
cut for hay. | 


In considering the breed of chickens best 
suited for the home flock pay little or no 
attention to those which are not being 
raised successfully in the community, ex- 
cept on the advice of experts.

CONTROL OF LICE. | 

Lice on hogs can be controlled in vari- 
ous ways, but complete eradication is best 
secured by the use of dipping vats, experi- 
ments conducted by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture show. Medicated 
hog wallows and rubbing posts, the experi- 
ments showed, kept the number of para- 
sites reduced so that they caused little or 
no damage, but neither of these methods 
destroyed all the lice. Crude petroleum

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CULTURE OF NAPIER GRASS NOW 
QUT OF THE REALM OF EXPERIMENT. 


mou paemep uy 


UE principally to articles published dur- 
D ing the past year and a half on Napier 

fodder, or Elephant grass, in The 
Times Farm and Tractor Section, hundreds 
of ranchers ahd stock growers throughout 
California and the Southwest have made ex- 
perimental plantings of this important new 
crop. That its success as a palatable and 
nutritious fodder and soiling plant of heavy 
yield has already been established under 
California’s conditions is revealed by reports 
from many sources. 


There remain, however, numerous prob- 
lems involving methods of culture and 
handling still in a large measure to be 
worked out. Through experiment and ob- 
servation, covering not only California ex- 
perience, but reports from authoritative 
African and Australian sources, it is -pos 
sible, even at this early period in its develop 
ment, to obtain many valuable suggestions 
as to the propagation and care of Elephant 
grass.

these past few years it bas been introduced 
into the various states of South Africa, later 
to Australia, and now to America. Though 


experience with it has been relatively short, 
the time. sufficed to demonstrate certain 
characteristics, and to point out the chief 


requirements in its culture. 

A perennial in its native wilds of tropical 
Africa, it has fortunately remained so 
through a considerable range of climatic 
variations. Wherever tried in California, 
which has been as far north as Berkeley, and 
includes a number of the inland and moun- 
tain valleys where frequent freezing occurs, 
Napier fodder hag survived through the win- 
ter. Whether the roots can be preserved 
through the winters of cold climates is still 
to be learned by experiment. 

In. * of the definite resistance 
to cold shown by all growing. plants, it is 
somewhat surprising to find so marked a re- 
quirement for warmth in rooting new 

ts. 


PLANT AFrERR FROST. 
The necessity for care in this respect is 
the first point to be noted by those who wish 
to give this new crop a trial. It should be 


certain that all danger of frost is past be- 
fore attempting to plant. In warm, moist 
soll, with the prospect of continued warm or 
even hot weather ahead, success is assured 
by any method of propagation excepting 
from seed, which has so far not proved fer- 
tile in thig country. 

The usual methods are either from root 
subdivision or from cuttings made from the 
matured canes. Under favorable conditions 
eother of these ways seems equally good; 
but where plants must become established 
under difficulties, subdivisions of the parent 
root would prove better. Where quick in- 
crease of acreage is desired, astonishing re- 
sults are obtained by constant root division 
throughout the growing season, and by the 
planting of suckers and off-shoots and even 
of joints of the soft, green canes. Thousands 
of plants have by these means been secured 
in numbers of instances from a start of three 
or more cuttings, all within a single season. 

Cuttings are made by dividing the canes 
between each of the joints, which are about 
ten inches apart when the plants are ma- 
ture. These cuttings are set into the ground 
with the joint, or node, well covered. If a 
permanent stand is desired for field cultiva- 
tion the plants are placed in rows usually 
six feet apart, with the plants from three to 
six feet apart in the row. Where hand cul- 
tivation is practised, and possibly in fields 
intended for hay, plants may be as close 


| as three feet each way. 


HE BURIED THE CANES. 
One grower has made an experiment 


,| Which he reports as successful, and which 


disposes of two problems at once. He 
buried the mature canes end to end in fur- 
rows in the fall, and writes that the young 
plants have sprouted from each joint this 
spring. This will necessitate a later thin- 
ning out of the plants, but as they can read- 
fly be transplanted at any time during the 
summer, this disadvantage does not appear 
serious, ‘especially since the plan lessens the 
first labor of planting. 

Probably the greatest advantage of this 
method would be for those who wish to in- 
crease their acreage, and have for that pur- 
pose allowed their plants to grow to ma- 
turity for the sake of the hardened canes 
from which to obtain cuttings. In climates 
such ag that of Los Angeles these canes can 
without injury remain on the plants through 
the dormant winter 1 In colder lo- 
calities it is necessary to cut and bury the 
canes in the fall if it is desirable to preserve 
them for spring planting. 

Often the problem of how best to handle 
the canes for propagating is solved by set- 
ting out the cuttings in the fall. Cuttings 
planted as late as November 1 near Los An- 
geles lived through the past winter, though 
frosted down to the ground when the plants 
were still very young. In Antelope Valley 
plants from cuttings set out in September 
also survived the cold season. 

In fact, September and even October plant- 
ing has many advantages. Plants both from 
imported seed put in the open ground in 
June, and from cuttings set out at various 
times during the spring of 1918 on one 
Southern California ranch, where numer- 
ous experiments were carried out last year, 
matured their canes in September. Cuttings 
from these canes had made a good growth 
before the season was over, and were ready 
to make rapid advancement from the time 
of the first warm weather before spring, thrs 
gaining very appreciably over plants from 
other cuttings which had to be hald over till 
settled warm weather before spring plaat- 


ing. 

When there is a scarcity of water, the late 
summer and fall plantings are less practical, 
though in several cases already demon- 
strated in Southern California plants started 
with a few pailsful of water carried to them 
lived weeks of drouth and later 


survived the winter.

NO PLACE FOR THE 
BUGS IN GARDEN. 


Johnny Bug and Billy Worm, having en- 
joyed a comfortable winter nap in one form 
or other under a neglected rubbish heap 
or in forgotten corners of the garden, now 
sally forth with glee and fall upon the 
tender plants with long-denied appetites. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of a flourish- 
ing garden, and the gardener must needs be 
on the lookout for first appearances of his 
winged and crawling enemies. Hence it is 
that a four-bit sprayer is as essential a 
garden tool as a spade or a hoe. 

The gardener, if of the masculine per- 
suasion, may be excused for a few nnholy 
words, or, if feminine, will not be blamed 
for a few tears, if, on visiting a number of 
erstwhile thriving plants, he or she finds 
them ruthlessly cut off at the surface of 
the ground by the cutworm. This mis- 
creant may invariably be found in the soft 
earth under the plant, curled up into a 
self-satisfied little ball. Dispatching him 
at once will not suffice. His aunts, uncles 
and cousins are coming, and unless pol- 
soned bran mash be sprinkled around more 
of the vegetable stems will be mowed down 
by this ruthless destroyer. Make this mash 
by mixing thoroughly one-fourth pound of 
white arsenic with a peck of dry bran and 
stir a pint of cheap syrup or molasses into 
five quarts of water, and combine. Let 
stand several hours to allow the bran to 
take up the arsenic. Late in the day scat- 
ter this thinly along the rows or around 
the base of the plants and KEEP CHICK- 
ENS AWAY. 

Probably the most widely-distributed gar- 
den pest is the aphis, or plant louse, which 
plays havoc with melons, cucumbers, beans, 
rose bushes and other plants. These hated 
visitors may be found, minute green in- 
| sects, on the under side of leaves. If they 
are controlled when the first few appear, 
and the right spray is used, not much dam- 
age wil be caused. A kerosene-soap emul- 
sion is a good spray. Or dissolve a pound 
of washing powder to five gallons of water 
and apply. The aphis cannot be killed by 
internal poisoning and must be gotten rid 
of by these sprays. 

Minute red spots upon the beans or other 
plants probably denote an infestation of the 
ancient enemy, red spider. Use a magnify- 
ing glass and you. will see that the red 
point has legs, and if you have a good 
glass you will see that the proboscis of this 
red bandit is inserted under the epidermis 
of the plant, and is sucking away the life 
of the plant. He and his ilk will be sur- 
prised, then disgusted, and will finally van- 
ish if the gardener dusts flowers of sul 
phur on the plants in the early morning 
while the leaves are yet damp from the 
dew. Don’t dust too much on tender plants. 
Slugs and their cousins, the snalls, make 
incipient furrows in the brows of Southern 
California gardeners. They like night life 
and snooze all day under a nice damp board 
or in places shaded by weeds or tall grass. 
When the cat is put out and the family is 
about to retire these slimy pests steal out 
from their hiding places and fall upon the 
garden plants with gusto. Take a flash- 
light and you can see them at their stolen 
meal. Fresh quicklime powdered around 
the plants keeps them away and a dry dust 
mulch placed between their haunts and the 
garden is not relished by these marauders. 
The dust gums them up when they attempt 
to crowd over it. 

H. J. Ryan, Los Angeles County Hortt- 
cultural Commissioner, tells of a good way 
to control slugs and snails.

Lead arsenate —-six ds to one hun- 


dred gallons of water—will lay out these 
“twelve-spotted” cucumber beetles. These 
assassins of plant life are tenacious and 
chew holes in almost everything in the gar- 
den. Two pounds of lead arsenate to fifty 
gallons of water sprayed on cabbage plants 
will control those green cabbage worms. 
Hand-picking is about the best method for 
control of the green tomato worm and the 
gray squash bugs, which attack squash, 
pumpkin and cucumber plants. Destroy 
the pinkish-yellow eggs of the latter pest. 
You will find them on the under sides of 
the leaves, 

The tomato fruit worm, alias the corn- 
ear worm, is a hard customer to handle, 
once he gets a firm hold in the garden. He 
has a green coat, with a dark-brown or 
black stripe running lengthwise of his 
sleek body. An invariably safe plan of 
keeping this scoundrel out of tomatoes 18 
to plant corn at the same time, so that/ the 
corn is in silk when the tomatoes begin to 
blush. The worm prefers the corn, and ff 
the latter ig picked while it is in the silk 
the damage by the worm win not be great. 

© more unwelcome trespassers in the 
garden flea beetles and potato wireworms, 
should be watched for and summarily dealt 
with. The former gets into young tomato 
Plants and causes havoc. Bordeaux mix- 
ture acts as a repellant in this case. Hor 
ticultural Commissioner Ryan gives a good 
Plan for the battle against the wireworm. 
Here it is: | 

Before planting a field to potatoes twist 
wires in foot lengths around pieces of po- 
tatoes and plant the spuds about four inches 
deep every four or five feet along the rows, 
leaving the end of the wire sticking above 
ground. In a few days pull up the bait and 
you will have almost all the wireworms in 
the field in the pieces of spuds. 

Clean culture spells practical immunity 
from the majority of garden pests. Most 
of them winter over in some form, under 
rubbish, weed patches and cool hiding 
places, and if more attention were paid 


far less trouble would be experienced from 
the various insect marauders. 


PASTURE SHEEP AND | 
KILL JOHNSON

It has been found by the Arizona Expert 
ment Station that the best method of kill 
ing Johnson grass is to pasture the infested 
field with sheep, in summer, allowing the 


animals to eat the grass closely, this to be 
followed with a crop of winter grain, prefer- 
ably barley. In this way the gross profits 
from a field badly infested with Johnson 
grass may be $100 or more, and the grass 
will be controlled. 
The ground should be well irrigated in 
summer before pasturing, and a sufficient 
number of sheep, usually a dozen to an acre, 
used to keep the grass from growing more 
than two feet high. If the grass gets ahead 
of the sheep, put in more animals, or else 
withhold the water until the grass gets well 
eaten down. The constant grazing of the 
grass retards the development of the roots, 
fs only when Johnson grass grows two 
feet or more in height that the creeping 
roots will develop and spread rapidly. It

“One man and a motor truck ought to do 
the work of two or three horse teams and 
as many drivers.

CONSIDER REPAIR 
CHARGE OF TRACTOR. 


~ Although any data fixing the yearly cost 
of repairs to the tractor must necessarily 
be very general, fairly accurate figures on 
repair charges assembled by the division of 
agricultural engineering, University of Cali 
fornia, indicate to the prospective purchaser 
what it will cost him to keep up a tractor 
outside of the items of fuel, oil and labor, 
at least for the first few years. As the ma- 
chine gets older, the repair charge or re- 
placement costs will necessarily be greater. 


quiry that the repair charge the first three 
or four years on a three-plow tractor is 
about 3 per cent, of the first cost. The 
cost of repairs on various farm tools has 
been found to average a little over 4 per 
cent. 

Many tractor owners reported no troüble 
with their machine the first year, but few 
go through the second year without repair 
charges. Labor and material costs from $3 
to $80 have been reported for repair on 
three and four-plow machines the second 
year, , the average being $38. It seems that 
the annual repair charge to the four-plow 
machines is slightly less than for the small- 
er size. It is intimated, however, that this 
may be due to the fact that there are more 
cheaply constructed machines in the three- 
plow class. 


The cost of repairs is largely contingent 
upon the availability of mechanics and 
tools. If the farm is equipped with a shop 
where the ordinary tools are handy, and 
there is a man on the farm who knows how 
to use them, repair costs are considerably 
lowered. Some tractor owners lose many 
days’ tractor work because of lack of time 
or inclination to take the broken part to the 
nearest mechanic. 

Tractor dealers throughout the country 
are continually installing better organized 
repair departments and wide-spreading serv- 
These will help greatly in keeping 
down the costs of repairs. Parts are being 
manufactured in a proportionately greater 
quantity than before. Mechanics are being 
trained by these distributors and agents to 
take better care of tractors. 


FARM LAND VALUES | 
STEADILY CLIMBING. 


California plowing lands rank third in 
value in the United States, averaging $121 
an acre, with Iowa lands leading at an aver- 
age of $169 per acre, and Illinois second at 
$144 per acre, according to a Department of 
Agriculture summary. The average value 
of all lands on which field crops were 
raised was $74.31 per acre, on March 1.

Although the nature of the soil and other 
conditions may vary the rule, it is generally 
safe to bank on this maxim when in doubt 
how p to plant garden seed: plant them 
to the depth of twice the longest diameter 
of the seed. Large seeds, upon germina- 
tion, produce a sprout that is capable of 
breaking through a greater depth of soil 
than those of small size. 

But even if the gardener places the seed 


exactly at the right depth, his efforts will] 


not be crowned with success unless he fol- 
lows other exact rules. When the seed is 
planted, firm the soil which is placed over 
them. Light sandy soil can be pressed 
more firmly than the heavier soils. Firm-
